Subject : — Introduction of Decimal System of Coinage — Question of advance 
supplies of new decimal coins to Heads of Offices. 

No. TM 40 55 79. — Reference is invited to Para 5 (ii) of this office notification 
No. TM. 40 55/75, dt. 8 2-57, wherein it was mentioned that the feasibility of 
making arrangements for advance supplies of new decimal coins of the denomination 
of 10 Nay a Paisa and below was render examination. The question haB been 
considered and the conclusions reached are set out below : — 

(i) Most of the Departments draw their requirements of cash from treasury 
by picKcntmg bills. The bill necessarily have to draw new scries of coins on or 
after 1 -4 57. In cases where the departments draw' their requirements of cash by 
cheques, there is no objection to such Departments drawing their requirements of 
small coins in new currency before 1-4-57, for use from that date by cheques 
marked not payable before 1-4-57. The cheques so issued will automatically be 
accounted Ibr in the financial year 1957-58. An actual entry in red ink in the 
inner column of the cash hook should be made on the actual date of receipt of 
tho new coins to bring out factual position. As the coins will be legal tender 
from I 4 57 only, their receipt, in money column in the cash book mav be entered 
on that date. In the cash balance report prepared on 31-5-57, if any, the stock 
of such coins will be shown as under custody. 

The procedure followed by the Reserve Rank in regard to the issue of new 
coins before 1-4-57 will apply ‘matatis mutandis’ to non -I tanking treasuries. 

(it) In the Posts and Telegraphs Department, where funds are also drawn from 
the treasuries by presentation of receipts, the treasuries and sub-treasuries may 
accept post-dated receipts I non the Post. Masters as in (he case of cheques marked 
not payable before 1-4-57, and issue the requirements of decimal coins before 1 4-57. 
The value of these coins will he shown by Post. Masters in red ink in the Treasury 
Pass Rooks as well as in the cash book, and will be included in the Cash Balance 
only of 1st. April, when these coins will become legal tender. 

Coins required by Sub and Branch Offices situated at stations where there are 
no treasuries or sub- treasuries will be remitted to them in the usual way but 

the value of the remittance will be shown only in the remarks column or in a 

separate note. The. sub and Branch Offices receiving j these coins will similarly 
semi ail acknowledgement 1o the offices remitting the coins but will not include 
the value in the cash balance. The value of coins will continue to be shown 
in the remarks column till the 1st April, 1957, when these will be shown as a 
remittance received from the cash office. The cash office will also show the value 
of these coins as the' remittance made ou the 1st April. 

(in) Similar procedure may be followed for obtaining stamps in new denominations 
before 1st April, 1957. 

2. The, Departmental Offices should indent for their minimum requirements only, 
and supplies will be mado to them subject to the availability of the new coins 

at the offices of the Reserve Bank, their agencies and the treasuries.

And payments side at the end of the day will show book balance with the Treasurer 
which shall have to be reconciled with the actual cash balance in the custody. The 
dr tails of the old coins received and pair! in respect of each transaction should be 
uoted in a Subsidiary Hegister in Form L appended. The value of the old coins 
for the day iu the Subsidiary Register should tally, with the net closing balance 
ot money column 1 1 of the Treasurer’s Cash Book. Alter the totals of columns 
of columns 11 and 111 on the reoeipts side of the Treasurer’s Cash Bock have 

been struck the amount of the total iu Column J[ shouid be converted into the 
new coinage and recorded in Rupees and Naye Raise below the total of Column III

And added to or subtracted from the total in Column I. This will reconcile the 

book balanee with the actual cash balance. This sum will also be incorporated by 
the Accountant in his Cash Book under the Head ‘ Loss or Gain on coversion to- 
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Decimal Coinage" subordinate to "S- Deposits and Advances-Parfc lV-Suspenoe-Snapenee 
Accounts" referred in para 4 above. This will enable the Treasurer's and the Accountant’s 
balance sheets to be agreed, when accounts for the day may be treated as dosed. 

(ii) Accounts in Departmental Offices. 

It is desiiable that Beads of Offices should take necessary steps in advance to 
have sufficient stock of decimal coins of the denomination of 10 Naya Paise and 
below ,so that payments by them or by their subordinate organisations to individuals 
may be made from 1.4.57 in decimal coins. The feasibility of making arrangements 
for such advance supplies of new coins is uuder examination in consultation with the 
ite-erve Hank of India. The existing coins in possession of Departments on 1 4 57, and 
those to bo receiv'd subsequently should be got exchanged at the Reserve Bank of India, 
the State Bank of India or at the Treasury at Convenient intervals. In cases, 
however, where such exchange is not possible, it may be necessary to eonduot 
business in existing coins also. As however, the number of transactions in each 
coins is not expected to be very large, it may not be necessary to maintain a Cash 
Book in departmental offices in three columns iu the manner indicated for the Cash 
Book of Treasuries of non bank treasuries. Instead, the Cash Book may he main- 
tained in a single money column as at present, but in terms of Rupees and Nays 
paise. When in respect of any item of receipt and payment the aotual money 
tendered includes present coins the amount as tendered be incorporated in a Subsi- 
diary Register in Form II appended. The procedure for the adjustment of the net 
gain or loss is under examination and instructions will follow separately. 

6. As already Btated iu para 3 above the period of transition is to be reduced 
to the minimum. Meanwhile the non -bank treasuries will be expected to provide 
facilities to the public for getting their old coins exchanged for new ones. As in 
the case of Government dues, such exchange by public of old coins for new caes 
will also entail some loss or gain by conversion. To avoid such losses or gains, 
the Government of India have issued instructions that exchange should be permitted 
only for amounts tendered in four annas and multiples thereof, vide Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Kconomic Affairs, letter No. F. 4 (72)-F. III/56 dated I0.il. 56. 

7. Opending balances under Debt, Deposit and Remittance etc. heads, whether 
in the book* of the Accountant General or in the books of the Treasury Officer 
or in Departmental Offices will have to be converted into new denominations before 
-entering them into the Ledger or any other register, schedule or return as on the 
appointed date. The individual items which work upto the total balance in such 
ledgers etc. shall also bo similarly converted into the new coinage and recorded in 
red ink just below the orignal figure. 'The difference duo to tlii* oinversion will 
also be adjusted undi-r the head ‘’Lo*s or Gain on conversion to Decimal Coinage”. 

S. The am .un s specified in Rupees, annas and pies in financial sanctions, rules, 
orders notifications, contracts, deeds or other enactments would, under Section L4 (d) 
of the Coinage (Amendment) Act, 1955, will be automatically construed as expressed 
in terms of equivalent value under tbe decimal system without any rounding off. 
Rounding off should be made only at the stage when actual payment or tender of 
money takes place. Thai in agreements, enactments, etc. where rates are speoified. 
the rounding off should be made only in respect of the total amount pijable or 
receivable in a single transaction. The same principle will apply to all letters of authority 
(including P. P. O. Pay slip, etc.) wheie amounts are expressed in the present coinage. 
The disbursing officers shall insert in red ink the corresponding amount in the new 
currency below the orignal amount in the letters of authority and sanctions etc.

— The appropriate Government may, by noti- 
fication in the official Gazitt.e, direct that statistics shall be collected relating to

(»>) any mattur relating to any commercial or industrial concern or class of 

commercial or industrial concerns, and in particular, any matter relating 
to factories ; 

(c) any of the following in inters so far as they relate to welfare of labour 

and conditions of labour, namely : — 

(i) price of commodities ,- 

(ii) attendance; 

(iii) living conditions including housing water supply and s initation ^ 

(iv) indebtedness-, 

(v) rents of dwelling houses-, 

(vi) wages and other earnings -, 

(vii) provident and other tends provided for labour-, 

(viii) benefits and amonities provided for labour -, 

(ix) hours of work ; 

>x) employment and unernp'oyment, ; 

(xi) industrial and labour disputes ; 

(xii) labour turnover ; 

(xiii) trade unions ; 

and thereupon the pr ivisions of this Act shall apply in relation to th iso 
statistics ;

With the coming into force of the Drugs (Amendment) Act 1965, labels of patent 
and proprietary medicines should display in the prescribed form and in a manner 
readily intelligible to the medical profession, the tr ie formula and tho list of ingre- 
dients contained in them. The Central Drugs Laboratory has accordingly stopped 
the registration of patent and proprietary medicines with undisclosed formula:. 
Registration certificat s in respect of patent and proprietary medicines with undisclosed 
formuhe issued by the Central Drugs Laboratory priur to the coming into for e of 
the Drugs (Amendment) Act, 1956, became inoperative after the Act came into force. 
Manufacturers and importers are accordingly advised that the labels of patent and 
proprietary medicines should lie changed to comply with the provisions of the Drugs 
Act, 1940, as amended by the Drugs (Amendment) Act, 1966. Originally, time avhs 
allowed for the purpose upto the 30th September, 1966 after which date the provisions 
of the Drugs Act 1940, as indicated above, veere to be strictly enforced.

CIIAPTKR 1 
Preliminary 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Terriiorial Councils Act, 1966. iUwa* 

lOOUMACe* 

(2) It extends to the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh, ment. 
Manipur and Tripura. 

(d) It shall come into force on the 1st day of January, 1067. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(1) “Administrator” means the Administrator of a Union ter- 
ritory ;

order or act is in excess of the powers conferred by law, or the 
execution of the resolution or order, or the doing of the act, is 
likely to lead a breach of the peace, or to cause anuoy&noe or 
injury to the public or to any class or body of persons.

(vii) protect the terms and conditions- of service of the govern* 
me nt servants transferred to a Territorial Council ; 

( viti ) prescribe the forms for statements, registers, estimates and 
accounts and regulate the keeping, oheoking and publication 
of such accounts, and the manner of periodical audit ; 

(ix) regulate the submission for approval of plans, designs, spe- 
cifications and estimates of work ; 

(x) prescribe the extent and the nature o f superintendence 
and control of panchayats ; and 

(xi) provide for tbe » guidance of a Territorial Council when 
suits and other proceedings are intended to be or have 
been instituted by or against it in civil courts. 

(j) Alt rule-t made under this Act shall, as soon as may be 
after they are made, be laid for not less than thirty days 
before both Houses of Parliament and shall be subject to 
suoh modifications as Parliament may make during the session 
in which they are so laid or the session immediately 
following.

(d) the prohibition of the obstruction of any streams, ohannels 
and drains under the control of a Territorial Council or 
the removal of any obstruction ; 

(e) the maintenance of privafb bazars and melas in a sanitary 
condition ; 

(f) the establishment and maintenance of hotels and inns, the 
destruction of unclaimed and diseased dogs and noxious 
animals, the holding of fairs and exhibitions, the relief p| 
distress, and the carrying out of any other work likely to 
promote the health, comfort and convenience of the publio ; 

(g) the regulation of traffic on roads over which the pnblie 
have a right of way ; 
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(A) the registration of births, deaths, and marriages ; 

(*) any other matter whioh is necessary for carrying oat all 
or any of the provisions of this Act and the rules made 
thereuuder. 

iP) A bye-law made under sub-section (/) shall not have effect 
until it has bean confirmed by the Central Government 
and published in such manner as that Government may direct. 

(3) The Central Government in confirming a bye-law may make 
any change therein whioh appears to it to be necessary.

CHAPTER III 


Functions of Territorial Councils 

28. Subjeot to such exceptions and conditions as the Central Functions of 
Government may make and impose, the following matters shall be Councils, 
under the control and administration of a Territorial Council, 
namely: — 

(i) the maintenance and management of such property, mova- 
ble and immovable, and institutions, as m*,v be transferred 

to the Council; 

(it) the construction, repair and maintenance of such of the roads, 
bridges, channels, buildings and tanks as may be transferred 
to the Council; 

(Hi) the planting and preservation of trees and avenues; 

(iv) the regulation and prohibition of the driving, riding or 
leading of animals or vehioles of any particular kind or 
the driving of carts and carriages exceeding a prescribed 
weight along any road under its jurisdiction: 

(v) the construction and maintenance of rope-ways, tram -ways, 
and other means of transport with the previous sanction 
of the Central Government; 

(vi) the establishment, maintenance and management of primary 
and secondary schools and the constriction aud repair of 
all building! oonnected with these institutions; training of 
teachers and establishment of scholarships; 

(vit) the establishment and maintenance of pounds, including 
such functions under the Cattle Trespass Act, 1871, as may 
be transferred to the Council; 

(viii) the establishment, maintenance and management of hospitals 
and dispeusaries, asylums and poorhousee, other than those 
managed by the Central Government, 
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(ix) the establishment, maintenance and management of markets 
and fairs, rest-house* and encamping grounds and the eons* 
truction, repair and maintenance of all buildings oonueeted 
with these institutions; 

(*) the regulation and control of inns and innkeepers; 

(xi) the supply, storage and prevention from pullution of water 
for drinking, choking and bathing purposes-, 

(xii) the construction, repair and maintenance of embankments, 
and the supply, storage and control of water for agricultural 
purposes; 

(xiii) the preservation and reclamation of soil and the drainage of 
swamps; 

(xiv) the preservation, protection and improvement of live-stock 
and prevention of animal diseases, and veterinary training 
and practioe; 

( xv ) prevention of cruelty to animals; 

(xvi) public health and sanitation, 

(xvii) registration of births, marriages, and deaths; 

( xviii ) fairs and agricultural and industrial exhibitions, and the esta- 
blishment and maintenance of model farms, 

(xix) the management of such femes as may be entrusted to the 
charge of the Council, 

(xx) the initiation, inspection and control of relief works, 

( xxi ) the superintendence and control of panohayats and the mnk- 
ing of grants to them; 

(xxii) any other local works or measures likely to promote the health 
comfort, convenience and interests of the public or the agri 
cultural or industrial prosperity of the territory, and 
(xxiii) any other matteis which the Central Government inay 
declare to be fit and proper matters to be taken under 
the control and administration of Council. 

CHAPTER IV 

F&ockso&e and staff of Territorial Councils 

29 A Territorial Council shall meet for the oonduot of business 
at least once in every two months and shall, with the previous 
approval of the Administrator, make its rules of business with res- 
pect to the summoning, notice* place, conduct and adjournment of 
such meetings, aDd generally with respect to the mode ot transacting

Gazette, prescribe by what instalments and at what times any tax 
or fee shall be payable. 

44. A Territorial Council may, with the previous approval of 
the Central Government; by notification in the Official Gazette, re- 
mit or reduoe any tax or fee or exempt any persons or class of 
persons or any description of property, wholly or in any part, from 
liability to any tax or fee and cancel any such remission, reduction 
or exemption. 

45. (1) Save as provided by seotlon 40 all moneys claimable by 
a Territorial Council may he recovered on application to a Magistrate 
having jurisdiction in the area where the person from whom the 
money is claimable may, for the time being, be resident by the 
distress and sale of any movable property within the limits of his 
jarisdiotion belonging to suoh person and the cost of suoh proceedings 
shall be recoverable in the same manner as the said moneys. 
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(2) An application for recovery of money shall be in writing and 
shall be signed by an officer authorised in this behalf by order 
of the Chairman. 

46. A Territorial Counoil may with the previous approval of the 
Centra! Government borrow on the security of any property belong- 
ing to the Council such sums as may be neoessary for any of the 
purposes of this Act. 

47. All moneys received by or on behalf of the Territorial 
Council under the provisions of this Act or any oth^r law for the time 
being in foroe shall be credited to a fund, which shall ba called the 
‘‘Council Fund” and which shall be held by the Territorial Counoil in 
trust for the purposes of this Act. 

48. 1) The v ouncil Fund shall be kept in the Government trea- 
sury or in the bank to which the Government treasury business has 
been made over. 

(2) In places where there is no such treasury or bank, the 
Couuoil Fund may be kept with a banker, or person acting 
as a banker, who has given such security for the safe custody 
and repayment on demand of fund so kept as the Admini- 
strator may in each case think sufficient. 

(<3) Subject to such rules as the Central Government may make 
in tlm behalf. The Territorial Council may from time to 
time, with the previous sanction of the Administrator, invest 
any portion of the Council Fund in securities of the Cen- 
tral Government or invest it in such other securities or 
place it in such other manner as the Administrator may 
approve in this behalf, and, with the previous sanction 
of the Administrator, may vary such investment for any 
other investment or investments of like nature. 

(^) The inoome accruing from the securities or other invest- 
ments and the proceeds of the sale of the same shall be 
credited to the Council Fund. 

49. Subject to any order of the Central Government, all property 
of the nature specified below and situated in the Union territory 
shall vest in and belong to the Territorial Council, and shall with all 
other property which may become vested in the Council be under its 
direction, management, and control and shall be held and applied 
for the purposes of this Act — 

(a) all public buildings constructed or maintained out of the 
Council Fund; 

(b) all public roads whioh have been constructed or are maintained 
out of the Council Fund, and the stones and other materials 
thereof, and also all trees, erections, materials, implements 
and things provided for such roads ; 

(c) all laud or other property transferred to the Territorial Coun- 
oil by the Central Government, or by gift, sale or otherwise 
for publio purposes. 

60. (J) A Territorial Council shall appoint a finance committee 
oonsisting of suoh number of members as may be prescirbed 
by rules made under section 64. 
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(2) A Territorial Council Bhall, on or before a prescribed day in 
each year, hold a meeting at which the finance oommittee 
shall submit an estimate of tbe income and expenditure of 
the Council for the next financial year, in such form as the 
Central Government may prescribe. 

(3) The Territorial Counoil shall consider the estimate, and may 
provisionally approve of it with or without modification. 

(4) Tbe Council shall, on or lie fore a prescribed day, oause oopies 
of the estimate, as provisionally approved by it, to be sent 
to the Administrator. 

( 5 ) The Administrator may, on or before a prescribed day, return 
the estimate to the Council for amendment on the ground that 
it fails to make adequate provision for— 

(i) the maintenance of such minimum balance as may lie pres- 
cribed, or 

(ii) the appropriation of any sum allotted to the Counoil by the 
Central Government for the purpose for whioh it was allotted, 
or 

(Hi) the repayment of loans or any other expenditure for whioh 
the Couucil is legally liable, or 
(tv) any expenditure proposed in the budget, or 

(v) the continuance in future years of any recurring expenditure 

proposed in the budget. 

(6) When a budget is returned under sub-section (6), the Council 
shall oonsider the proposed amendments, take a decision thereon, 
and report the same to the Administiatur. 

( 7 ) The budget estimate finally -adopted by the Council ehall 
be the budget of the Territorial Council. 

{ X ) Any subsequent alteration in the budget, or reappropriation 
or tiansf. r of provision within the estimate, shall be made whitb the 
approval of the C .ui.cil and shall be reported to tbe Administrator. 

51. Accounts of receipt and expenditure of Territorial Council 
shall be prepared, inspected and audited in Such manner as the 
Central Government may, in oonsultation with the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of India, direct. 

CHAPTER VI 
Control 

52. (1) It shall be tbe duty of the Chairman of a Territorial 
Counoil to furnish to the Administrator a copy of the proceedings 
of the meetings of the Council and snch other im formation as he 
may require. 

(2) The Administrator shall have the power to give to the 
Territorial Council all such directions as he may consider necessary 
in respect of subjects, currioula, text-books and standards of teaching 
in schools vested wholly or partly in the Co unoil and in sohools 
wholly or partly maintained by grants payable from the Counoil 
Fund, and the Council shall comply with sueh directions. 

(3) The Administrator may, by order and for reasons to bo 
reoorded, suspend the execution of any resolution or order of tbe 
Territorial Council, or prohibit the doing of any aot whioh is about

to be done, or is being done, in pursuance of or under cover 
of any provision of the law relating to the constitution or func- 
tions of the Territorial Counoil, if in his opinion, the resolution,

s. R. O. 76.— In exeicise of the powers' conferred by Seotion 20 and Section 55 
of the ' Territorial Councils Act, 1050 (103 of 1956), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely 

PART I— PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title and commencement. -(1) These rules may be called the Terri- 
torial Counoils (Election of Members) Rules, 19 57.

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PART II— SUPERINTENDENCE OP ELECTIONS AND ADMINISTRATIVE 

MACHINERY 

3 Superintendence And control of elections —Subject to the superintendence, 
direction end control of the Election Commission, the. -chief electoral offioer shell 
supervise— 

(a) the prep&retion electoral rolls for the constituencies .^and 

(b) the conduct of ection, to the Territorial Council. 

4. Preparation of electora rolls. — fhe electoral registration offioer of eaeh 
parliamentary constituency shall split up one oopy of the electoral roll thereof, into 
several parts for the purpose of constituting them into the electoral rolls for the 
'Territorial ' Council constituencies comprised within that parliamentary oonstituenoy. 

5. Returning officers.— For every oonstituenoy the Administrator shall designate 
or nominate a returning offioer who shall be an offioer of Government. 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall prevent the Administrator from designating 
or nominatig the same person to be the returning offioer for more than ono 
oonstituenoy. 

6. Assistant returning officers.— (1) The Administrator may appoint one or 
more persons to assist any returning officer in the performance of his functions. 

(2) Every assistant returning officer shall, subject to the control of the return* 
ing officer, be competent to peiform all or any of the functions of the returning 
officer : 

Provided that no assistant returning offioer shall perform any of the functions 
of the returning officer which relate to the scrutiny of nominations unless the re- 
turning officer is unavoidably prevented from performing the said functions 

7. Duties of the returning officers —It shall be general duty of the returning 
offioer at any election to do nil such acts and things as may be neoeasary for 
effectually conducting the election in the manner provided by these rules or orders 
made thereunder. 

8. Polling stations for constituencies. — The returning officor shall, with the 
previous approval of the Administrator, provide a sufficient number of polling sta- 
tions for each constituency aud shall publish in. suc-h manner as the chief electoral 
officer may direct, a +rst showing the polling stations so provided and the polling 
areas for which they have respectively been provided ; 

Provided that where elections to the House of the People and eliotions to the 
Territorial Couucil am held simultaneously, the pofting stations provided for a par- 
liameritary constituency shall be the polling stations for the Territorial Counot 
constituencies comprised within that Parliamentary constituency. 

9. Pr esiding o ffic ers for poll ing stations. — (1) The returning offioer shall appoint 
a presiding officer for each polling station and such polling offioer or officers as he 
thinks nece-sary, but he shall not appoint any person who has been employed by, 
or on behalf of, or has ken otherwise working for, a candidate in o| about the 
election ; 

• ■* 

Provided that where the elections to the House of the People and elections to 
the Territorial f'ounoil am held simultane juely, the presiding officer of the polling 
station for a parliamentary c«ntitueacy shall be the presiding offioer of the polling 
station for a Territorial Council constituency comprised within that Parliamentary 
constituency : 

Provided further "that if a polling officer is absent from the polling sfottop the 
pr esiding officer may appoint any person who is present at the P ^ 0 °* ' 
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other then e person trho has been employed by or on behalf of, or has been other* 
wise working for, a candidate in or about the election, to be the polling officer 
during the absence of the former officer, and inform the returning officer accordingly, 

(*) If the presiding officer is, owing to illness or other unavoidable cause, 
■obliged to absent himself from the polling station, his functions shall be performed 
by suoh polling officer as has been previously authorised by the returning offioer 
to perform suoh funotions during any suoh absence. 

10. General duty of the presiding officer.— It shall be the general duty of 
' the presiding officer * at a polling* station to keep order thereat and to see that the 

poll is fairly taken. 

11. Duties of the polling officer. — It shall be the duty of the polling officers at 
a polling station to assist the presiding officer for suoh station in the performance 
•of his functions. 


PART III— CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS 
Chapter I — General Provisions- 

12. Appointment of dates for nomination of candidates etc. — As soon as the 
notification for the eleotion is issued by the Administrator under section 10 of the 
'Act, he shall, by notification published in such manner as he thinks fit, appoint — 

(a) the last date for Snaking nominations, which shall be the tenth day after 
the date of publication of the first mentioned notification or, if that, 
day is a publie holiday, the next succeeding day which is not a public 
holiday ; 

(b) the date for the scrutiny of nominations, which shall be the third day 
after the last date for making nJtuinatim; or, if that day is a public 
holiday, the next succeeding day which is not a public holiday , 

(c) the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures ivhich shall be the third 
day after the date for the eorutin> of nominations or, if that day is a 
public holiday, the next succeeding d iy which is not a public holiday ; 

- (d) the date or dites on which a poll shall, if ne. essaiy, be taken, which 
or the first of which shall,, be a date not earlier than the twentieth 
day after the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures ; and 

(el the date before which the eleotion shall be completed.

18. Public notice of Election — On the is me of a notification under rule 12, the. 
returning offioer shall give public notice of the intended eleotion in such form and 
nlhnner as may be specified by the chief electoral officer inviting nomi lations of 
•candidates for such election and specifying the place at which the nomination 
-papers are to be delivered. 

14. Presentation of nomination paper and requirements for a valid nomination 

— (!) On or before the date appointed under clause (a) of rule 12 eaoh candidate 
•shall, either in person or by his prop Her, between the hours of 11 b’oiock in the 
forenoon and 8 O’clock in the afternoon deliver to the returning offioer at the pi toe 
.specified in this beh ilf in the notice iss ted under rule 13 a nomination paper 
•completed in Form 1 and signed by the candidate and by an elector of the cons- 
tituency m proposer. 

a *, 

(2) In a constituency in Himachal Pradesh where any seat is reserved for tha 
, scheduled castes a candidate shall not be deemed to be qualified to be ohosen to 
Jffi that scat unless his nomination paper oontdni a declaration by him specifying 
4fce particular caste of which he is a member. 
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(а) Where the candidate is a person who, having held any office referred to in 
clause (f) of section 7 of the Representation ‘ of the People Aot 1951, has been, 
dismissed ‘ and a period of five yea-s^has not elapsed since the'dismiseal, such person- 
•hall not be deemed to be duly nominated as a candidate a tless his nomination 
paper is aooompaniei by a certificate issued by the Election Commission to the Offset 
that lie has not been dismissed for corruption- or disloyalty to the State. 

(4) A nomination paper which is not reoaiv ;d before 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
on the last day appointed under clause (a) of . rule 12 shall be rejected. 

(8) On the presentation of a nomiaati ju p*ppr the returning oiHoer shall — 

(a) permit any clerical error in tho nomination paper in regard to the name 
and other particulars of the candidate t> be corrected in' order to bring 
them in conformity with the ooives ponding on-tries in the electoral' 

rolls ; and 

(b) where necessary, direct that any clerical or printing error in the said 
entries shall be overlooked. 

(б) Where a Candidate is ari elector of a different constituency, a oopy of the 
electoral roll of that constituency or of the relevant part thereof, or a certified 
popy of the relevant entries in such roll shall, unless it has boou filed along with 
the nomination paper, be pioduoed before the returning officer at the time of 

scrutiny. ■" 

(7) Nothing in this rule shall prevent any candidate from being nominated by 
fnore than one nomination paper for election in the same constituency. 

15. Symbol*. — A candidate may, at any time before the scrutiny of nomination* 

inform the returning officer in writing that he has chosen out the list of symbols 
published by the election Commission for election to the House of the People, one 
particular symbol for his first preference and two other symbols for his second and 
third preferences respectively. - 

16. Deposit : Return or forfeiture of Deposits — (1) A candidate Bhall not be- 
deemed to be duly nominated unless he deposits or oauses to be deposited a sum 
of fifty rupees: 

Provided that where a candidate has been nominated by more than one nomination 
paper for election in the same constituency not more than one deposit shall be- 
required of him under this rule. 

(2) Any sum required to be deposited under sub-rule (1) shall not be deemed 
to have been deposited under that sub-rule unless at the time of delivery of the- 
nomination paper under sub-rule (1) of rule 14 the candidate has either deposited 
or caused to be def osited that sum with the returning officer in cash or enclosed 
with the nomination paper a reoeipt showing that the said sum has been deposited 
by him or on his behalf in a Government Treasury. 

(5) If a candidate by wh6m or on whose behalf the deposit has been made 
withdraws is candidature within the time specified in rule 12 or if the nomination 
of any euoh candidate is rejected, the deposit shall be returned te the person by 
whom it was made or -if snob person is dead, to his legal representative. 

(4) If a candidate is not elected, and the number of votes polled by him doe* 
. not exceed one-sixth of the total nuiBber of votes polled, the deposit shall bo 
forfeited to the Central Government, 

— In this, sub-rule, the *u tuber of votes palled shall be deemed tebo 

the numbs? of bullet papers oounfesd other than rejected ballot papers.

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( 6 ) The deposit shall, wnere it ia not forfeited under sub-rule (4), h« returned tu 
the person by whom it . w»a made or if he i* dead, to hit} legal represent itive, after 
the publication of tha result of the election in the Official Gazette. 

17- Notice of nominations and the time and place for their scrutiny. — The 
returning officer shall on receiving the nomination paper un ler sub- rule (l) of rule 
14, inform the persona delivering the same of the date, time aud its serial number 
''and shall sign therein a oertific tbe stating thi date on which, and the hour at which 
the nomination paper' ha* been delivered to him and Bball, as soon as may be, cause 
to be affined in some conspicuous place in his office- a notio » of the nominnti mi containing 
descriptions similar to those contained in the uominati >n paper both of the candidate 
and bis proiost-r. 

IS. Scrutiny * of nominations- — (I) O i tbe date fixed for the scrutiny of no* 
ruinations under rule 12 fch ' candidates anl two other person* duly auth wi*ed in 
writing by each candidate, but no other person, miy attend at such torn and 

place as tbe returning officer may appoint, and the returning officer shall give 

them all reasonable facilities for examining the m>minntion papers of all the 

candidate which have been delivered within the time and in the m inner laid down 

in rule 14. 

(2) The returning officer shall then examine the nomination papers and decide 
all objections which" may be made to aDy nomination 'and may, either on auch 
objection or on his own motion, after such summary inquiry*, if any, as he think* 
necessary, reject any nomination on any of the following grounds, namely: — * 

(a) that the candidate either is not qualified 'or is disqtlifiel for being 
chosen to fill the seat; 

(b) that there has been any failure to comply with any provisions of rule 
14 or rule 16; or 

(c) that the signature of tbe candidate or the proposer on the norninatiou 
paper is not genuine. 

(3) Nothing contained in claa-ie (b) or (c) of suo-rule (2) shall be deemed to 
authorise tbe rejection of the nomination of any candidate on the gtound of any 
irregularity in respect of a nomination paper, if the candidate has beeu duly no- 
minated by means of an ither nomination paper in respect of \ hich no irregularity 
has been committed. 

(4j The returning officer $hal not reject «any nomination paper on the ground 
of any defect which is not of -a substantial character. 

(5) Tho returning officer shall hold the scrutiny on the date appointed in this behalf 
under clase (b) of rule 12 and shall not allow any adjournment of the proceedings 
exoept when such proceedings are interrupted or obstructed by riot, open violence 
hy causes beyond his control: 

Provided that in case an objection is made the candidate concerned may be allowed 
time to rebut it not later than tbe next day but one following the date fixed 
for scrutiny ; and* the returning officer ‘■hall record his 'decision on the date to 
which tbe proceedings have been adjiurnel. 

(6) The returning officer, shall endorse on each nomination paper his decision 
accepting or rejecting the same and, if the nomination piper is rejected, ^ hall record 
in writing a brief st&tenqept of bis reasons for such rejection. 

( 1 ) For the purposes of this rule, a certified copy of an entry in the electoral 
foR for the time being in force of a cjnstituency shall be conclusive evidence 
■ uf the fact that the person referred to in that entry Is an elector for that cons- 
ma w fly, nnlese it is preyed tfttifr be is subject to any disqualification. 
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19. Withdrawal of candidature. — (1) Any candidate may. withdraw his candi- 
dature- by a notion in writing in Form II which shall be subsort bed by him and 
delivered before 8 o’clock in the afternoon on the day fixed under clause (©) of 
rule 12 to the returning officer either by such candidate in person of by his 
proposer, or election agent who has been authorised in this behalf in writing by 
Sueh candidate 

Provided t hat if that day is observed as a public holiday the notice of withdra- 
wal .of candidature shall be considered as having beexf delivered in due time if it 
ia delivered before 3 o’clock in the afternoon on the next aneoeeding day which ia 
not a public holiday. 

(2) No person who has given a notion of withdrawal of oandidature under sub- 
rule (») shall be allowed to canoel the notice. - 
. (8) The returning officer shall, on receiving a notice of withdrawal under sub- 
rule (1), as soon as may be thereafter, cause a notioe of, s withdrawal to ba affixed 
in some conspicuous place in his office. 

20. Publication of list of contesting candidates. — The returning offioer shall, 
immediately afier the expiry of the period within whioh candidature may be 
withdrawn under rule 19, prepare and publish a list of contesting candidates ia 
euoh manner as may be Bpeoified by the Adiuinistarator and assign in that list a 
different symbol to each oaudidate in o< nformity, oj far as practicable, with his 
choioe. 

21. Election Agents.— A candidate at an election may appoint any one person 
other than himself to be his election ar'eut in Form III and notioe of sueh appoint- 
ment shall be given to the retftrning offioer by foi warding the Form to him. 

22. Revocation of the appointment, or death of an election agent. — (I) Any 

revocation < f the appointment of an election agent shall be in Form 1Y, shall be 
signed by the candidate, and shall operate from the date on which it is lodged with 
the returning officer. 

(2) In the event -of such revocation or of the death of the election agent before 
the completion of the election, the candidate may appoint another election agent 
and notioe thereof shall be given to the returning officer as in the case of appoint- 
ment of the first agent. 

23- Functions of election agents.— An election agent may perform suoh functions 
in connection with the e Lections sb are athorise I by or under these rules to be 
performed by an eleotion agent, 

24. Appointment of polling agents.— (1) A contesting candidate or his eleotion 
agent may appoint one agent and two relief agents to act as polling agents of 
such candidate at each polling station aid such appointment shall be made by a 
letter in writing in duplicate in Form V signed by the candidate or his election agent, 

(2) The letter of appointment shall be made over to the polling agent for 
production at the polling station. 

. (f») No ‘polling agent shall be admiitat into the polling 'station unless ha. baa 
delivered to the presiding officer the instrument of his appointment under sub-rnfo 
(2) after duly completing and signing before the presiding officer the declaration 
contained therein. , • 

25. Appointment of counting agents — ( I) Any contesting candidate or his election 
agent may. before the commencement of the counting of votes appoint subject suoh 
general or special directions as the chief electoral o'Boer may Issuer injkiiie behalf tu# 
moral- than twelve persons to bathe counting agents of the Candidate. 
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(2) Every snob appoitment sbal! be made So Pram VI signed by the candidate 
•or by bis election agent and one oopy of the appointment shall be forwarded to the 
returning officer while the other oopy shal 1 be raids over to the counting ageat f r 
production at the counting of votes. * 

(3) No counting agent shall aim tte<l into the place fi <e i for counting unless 
be Jia* delivered to the returning offioer the second oopy of the instrument of his appoint- 
ment under sub-rule (2) after duly completing and signing the declitation contained 
therein. 


26- Revocation of the Appointment, or death, of a polling agent or counting agent- 

(1) Any revocation of the appointment* of a polling agent shall be in From VII, shall 
be signed by the oaudidate or his eleotion agent and shall oper ite from the date on 
-whioh it is lodged with the presiding officer of the polling station where such polling 
agent was appointed for duty, and in the event of suoh a revocation or of the death 
of the polling agent before the ol>se of tbe poll, the candidate or his election pgent 
may appoint another polling agent by a letter in writing in Form V at any time 
before the poll is closed and shall forthwith give notice of such appointment to the 
presiding officer of the polling station where the new polliug agent is appointed for 
duty, by forwaiding the lettir of appointment of the new pulling agent to the 
presiding officer, and the . provisions, of sub-mles (2) and (3) of rule 24 shall apply 
in relation to a polling agent appointed under this sub-rule as they apply in relation 
to a polling agent appointed under sub-rule (1) of rule 24. 

(2) Any revocation of the a ppointment of a counting agent shall be in Form VII, 
shall be signed by the candidate or his election ag< nt and shall operate from the 
date on which it is lodged with the returning officer, and in the event of such a 
revocation or of the death of a counting agent before the commencement of the 
counting of votes, the oandidite or his election agent may appoint another couuting 
agent hv a letter in wiiting in Form VI and shall forthwith give notice of such 
appointment to the returning offioer by forwarding tho letter of appointment of the 
new counting agent to suoh offeer and tne provisions of sub-rule ( 4) of nils 26 shall 
A pp|y in relation to a counting agent 'appointed under this sub-rule as they apply 
in relation to a counting agent appointed under sub-rule (1) of rule 26. 

27. Functions of polling agents and counting agents : — (1) A polling agent 
may perform such functions in connection with" the poll as are authorised by these 
Hides. 

(2) A counting agent may perform such functions in connection with the counting 
-of votes as are authorised by "these rules. 

28- Attendance of a candidate or bis election agent at polling stations, and 
performance by him of the function of a polling agent or counting Agent : — 

{1) At every elScJou where a poll is taken, each candidate at suoh election and 
his eleotion agjfit shall haVe the rigtyt to be present at any polling station provided 
for the taking of the poll. 

4 {2) A candidate or his election agent miy himself do any act or thing which 

any .polling agent or the counting agent of such candidate if appointed, would have 
been authorised by these rules to do, or may assist any polling agent or the counting 
.Agent, of such candidate in doing any such act or thing. 

29. Non attendance of polling agents and counting agents -—Where any act 
or thing is required or authorised by these Rules to be done in the presence of 
polling , or counting "amenta, the non-attendance of any Buoh agent or agents at the 
4 j *ne and j^laoe, «$p>»nte,d for the purpose shall not, if the act or thing is otherwise 
4 luly done, invalidate the act or thing dene. 
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30- Death of candidate before* poll: — If a contesting candidate dies end a report 
of his death is received before the commencement of the poll, the returning officer 
shall upon being stti»fied of the'' fact of the^death of the candidate, countermand 
the poll and report the fact to the Administrator and all proceedings with reference 
to the election shill be commenced anew in all respects as if for a new election. 

Provided that no further nomination shall be necessary . in the case of a person 
who was a contesting candidate at the time of the countermanding of the poll. 

Provided further that no person who lias given notice of withdrawal of his 
candidature or a notice of retirement before the countermanding of the poll shall be 
ineligible lot being nominated as a candidate for the eleotion after such countermanding. 

31. Contested- and uncontested elections —XI) If the number of contesting, 
candidates is more thhn the number of seats to be filled, a poll shall be taken. 

(2) If the number, of such candidates is equal to ihe number of seats to he 
filled, the returning officer shall forthwith declare such candidates to be duly eleoted 
to fill those seats. 

(3) if the number of such candidates is less than the number of seats to be 
filled the returning officer shall forthwith declare euoh candidates to be elected 
and the Administrator shall, by notification in the Official Gazette, oall upon the 
constituency to eleot--a persons to fill the remaining seat or seats : 

Provided that were the constituency having already been called upon under this 
sub-rule, has failed to effect a person or the requisite number ef persons to fill 
the vacanoy or vacancies, tbe Administrator shall not he bound to call again upon 
ihe constituency to elect a person or persons until he is satisfied that if call upon again,, 
there will be .no such failure on the part of the constituency. 

32. Special procedure at elections in constituencies where seats ara reserved 
for Sheduled Castes. — (1) If there is only one contesting candidate who is qualified to 
be choseu to fill the reserved seat, he shall be forthwith declared to be elected to 
fill the reserved seat,’ and procedure laid down in rule 31 shall be followed for 
filling the remaining seat. 

(2) If the number of contesting candidates qualified to be ohosen to fill the 
reserved seat, is more than one, but the total number of contesting candidates is 
two, the returning offioer shall first seleot by lot, to be drawn by him in such 
manner as he may determine, tbe ' candidate to be declared eleeted to the reserved 
seat out of the candidates qualified to be chosen to fill these seats and thereafter 
declare the remaining candidate to be duly eleoted. to fill tbe remaining seat. 

(3) If the number of contesting candidates qualified to He ohosen to fill the- 

reserved seat is more than one, and the total number of contesting candidates also 
exceeds the total number of seats to be filled, a poll shall be taken ; and 'after 
tbe poll has been taken the returning officer shall first declare Jthe person who... 
being qualified to be ohosen to fill tbe reserved Beat, has scoured the largest num- 
ber of votes to be elected to till the reserved seat, and then deolare that .can- 
didate fr<>m out of the remaining candidates who has seouec^ihe largest num- 
ber of Votes to be -dnly e’ec ed to fill the remaining seat. . 

(4) If none of the contesting , candidates is qualified to be chosen to fill the- 
reserved seat, the procedure, laid down in rule 1 shall be followed for filling' 
the seat other than the reserved seat, and the Administrator shall, ; by notification 
in the Official Gazette, call Upon the constituency to elect a person to fill the- 
reserved seat. 

Provided that where a constituency having been already "o called upon hae 
failed to elect a person to fill the reserved seat, the Administrator shall not be

bound to call again upon the constituency to elect a person to fill the vacancy 
until he is satisfied that if called- upon again, there will be no such failure on 
the part of the constituency. 

33. Retirement from contest.-—’ (1) A cont* sting candidate may retire fiom 
the contest by a notice in Form VllI which shall be deaveiod to the returning 
officer between the hours of 1L„ o’clock in the forenoon and 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon of any day not later than ten daya prior to the da'o of tho first of 
the dates fixed for the poll under rule 12 either by such candidate m person 
or b} an rgrnt authorised 1 in this behalf in uniting l>y such candidate. 

(2) No P< rson who has given a notice of retire ment under sub-rule (I) shall 
be allowed to cancel the notice. 

' (3) The returi ing officer shall, upon receiving ?i notice of retirement under 
sub-rule (1), cause a copy thereof to be affixed to his notice board and also to 
be published in the Official Gazette. 

(4) Any person who has given a notice of retirement uod$r sub-rule (l) shall 
thereafter he deemed not to be a contesting candidate for the purposes of rule 3D. . 

(6) "Where by reason of any retirement from the contest under this rule the 
number of remaining contesting candidates becomes equal to the number of seats 
to be filled the returning officer shall, subject to the provisions rule 32, forthwith 
declare all sueh candidates 1 to be duly elected to . fill th>si seats and countermand 
the poll. 

(0) Where by reason of any retirement from the contest at ' an election to 
which the provisions of rule 32 apply, the number of remaining contesting candi- 
dates qualified to be chosen to fill the reserved seat is one, the retnrniog officer 
ehall forthwith declare that candidate to be duly elected to fill that seat and coun- 
termand the poll in so tar as it relates to election for filling that seat and the 
procedure* laid down in rule 31 shall be followed for filling the remaining seal, 
if any. 

34. Fixing tim e for poll. — The Administrator shill fiv the hours during which 
the poll will be taken; and the hou, s so fixed shall be publishel in such manner 
as he may direct: 

Provided that the total period allotted on any one day for polling at an 
electiou in a constituency shall nit hi less than ei^ht hours. 

35. Adjournment of poll in emergencies — (1) If at an electi n the proceed- 
ings at any polling station are interrupted or obstructed by riot or open violenco, 
or " jf at an election it is not possible to take' the poll at any pilling station on 
account t>f any natural calamity or any other sufficient cause, the presiding officer 
for such polling station shall announoe an adj lurum-mt of the p *11 to a date to be 
notified later and shall fjrthwith inform the Returning officer concern, d. 

(■) Where a poll is adjourned under sub-rule (1) the returning officer shall 
immediately reptrt the oircumstances to the chief elector .1 officer and shall, as soon 
as may be, with the previous approval of chief electoral officer uppoiut the day 
on which the p. 11 shall reooramenoe and fix th<* polling stall m at which, and the 
hours dating which, the poll will bo taken md shall not count, the votes ca-t a* 
such election until such adjourned poll shall have b e<. completed. 

(H) In every such case as aforesaid, the r. turning offi er shall notify in such 
manner as tbe chief electoral officer may di.ect the dale, place and hours of polling 
feed under sub-rule (2). 

36 Frosb poll in tin cam of destruction etc. of ballot bourn— (i) 

selection any ballot box used at a polling station is unlawfully taken out of the 
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custody of the returning officer or of any preaiding officer or is in any wag- 
tampered with, or U accidentally or intentionally destroyed, lost or damaged and th* 
returning offioer is satisfied that in consequences thereof the result of the poll at 
that station cannot be ascertained, he shall— 

(a) declare the polling at that polling station to be void ; 

(b) report the matter forthwith to the chief electoral officer ; 

(c) with the approval of the ohief electoral offioer, appoint a day, and fix 

the hours far taking a fresh poll at the polling station ; and 

(d) notify the day so appointed and hours so fixed in such manner as the 
ohief electoral offioer may direct. 

(8) The provisions of these rules sha^l apply to every suoh fresh poll as they 
apply to the original poll. ‘ 

37. Right to vote : — ( 1 ) No person who is not, and except as expressly provided 
by these rules, every person who is, for the time being entered in the electoral roll 
of any constituency shall be entitled to vote in that constituency. 

(2) No person shall vote at an eleotion in any oonstituenoy if he is subjeot to 
any of the disqualifications for voting referred to in seotion 1G of the Bepresentation 
of the People Act, I960 (43 of i960). 

(3) No person shall vote at a general election in more than one constituency 
and if he does so vote, all his votes in that constituency shall be void. 

(4) No person shall vote at an eleotion if he is confined in a prison or is in 
ether lawful custody. 


Chapter II— Procedure for Voting 

38. Manner of voting at elections — U every election where a poll is t ikea 
votes shall be given by ballot and no vo^, shall be received by proxy. 

39. Admission to polling station— (1) The* presiding officer shall regulate the 
number of ele -tors to be admitted at any one time inside the polling station an 1 
shall exclude therefrom all other persona except — 

(a) the polling officers • 

(b) each candidate, his election agent, and one polling agent of each can- 
didate; 

(c) peisons authorised by the ohief electoral officer ; 

» 

(d) publio servants on duty ; 

(e) a child iu arms accompanying an elector ; 

(f) a person accompanying a blind 'or infirm elector who cannot move without 
help *, and 

(g) such other persons as the presiding offioer ' may from time to time admit 
for the purpose of identifying electors or otherwise assisting him ia 
taking the poll. 

(2) The presiding officer shall olose the polling station at the hour fixed in that 
hbhalf tinder rule 34 and shall not admit th reto any eleotor after that hour ; 

Provided that all elect >rs present within the polling station before if is so closed 
eh m 11 be entitled to have their vot«s recorded. 

(?) If any qndltion arises as to whether any elector shall, Iqr the purpoeq of 
the proviso to sub-rule (2), be deemed to b* present within the , polling strip , 
bsfoip it is closed,, the ’question shall be referred for the decision of the preaidhMp 
officer and his' decision shall be final. 
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4 0. Arrangements of secrecy of voting and special facilities for women alec* . 
tors at polling stations.-*- (1) Each polling station shall be furnished with a com- 
partment (hereafter in these Rules referred to as a 'polling compartment’) in which 
electors can, ore after another, oast their votes screened from observation. 

(2) Where a separate polling station has not been provided for woman electors 
in a polling area the presiding officer may direct that men and women electors 
shall be admitted into the polling station alternately in separate batches. 

(5) The returning officer or the presiding officer msy appoint a woman to 
serve as an attendant at any polling station to assist women electors and also to 
assist the presiding officer generally in taking the poll in nspect of women elec- 
tors* and in particular, to help in searching any women elector in case it becomes 
so necessary. 

(4) For the purpose of ^identification of a woman elector her husband or any 
other near relative may be .permitted by the presiding officer at his discretion to 
acoompany her inside the polling station, but such person shall not be permitted 
to accompany her in the polling compartment. 

(6) The presiding officer may permit an elector to enter the polling compartment 
with a child in arms for the purpose of voting. 

41. Provision of ballot boxes with symbols of candidates and other Articles 

at the palling station: — (1) The returning officer shall provide at each polling 

station one ballot box for each one of the candidates aDd all suoh ballot boxes shall 

be so plaoed in the polling oompartment that when an elector inserts a ballot paper 
in any box no other person can see bow he has voted. 

(2) The symbol assigned to a candidate shall be printed on labels which shall 

be pasted both inside and outside a ballot box and such ballot box shall then bs 

deemed to have been allotted to that candidate. 

(8) Outside and inside each polling station there shall be displayed prominently— 

(a) a notioe specifying the polling area, the electors of which are entitled 
to vote at the polling station, and 

(b) another notice giving the name of each contesting candidate in tht 
same language or languages and in the same order in which the names 
of such esndidates appear in the list of ooutestiDg candidates. 

(4) The returning officer shall also provide at each polling station a sufficient 
number of ballot papers and copies of electors) roils in respect of the polling 
area or areas the electors of whioh are entitled to vote at such polling station 
as well as such other equipment and accessories as may be required for taking 
the poll at .such polling station. 

42. Mark on ballot papers- — (1) Tne chief electoral officer may direot that 
bafire a< y ballot paper i> delivered to' an elector at a p lling station it shall 
be marked with suoh distinguishing maik a£ may be specified by the chief electoral 
offioer in tMs behalf. 

« (2) When any such direction has been issued by the chief electoral officer, 
the returning offioer shall provide at thn polling station e< ncernc-d instruments for 
•tamping the dit-tinguishim: n ark on the ballot paper. 

. 43- Ballot boxes to be locked and saaled. — (1) Every ballot box and every 
ballot paper shall be of such design aDd cbhur as have been previously approved 
by the Administrator and the ballot box s tall be so constructed that ballot papers 
•an be introduced therein but cannot be, withdrawn then from without the box 
being unlocked or the seals being broken. 
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(2) The presiding officer of <s<h p llin'* statJ.ni shall immediately* before the ooin- 
maneetuent of the poll, allow inspection of each ballot box to be used at the poll, the 
candidates and their polling agents who may be present at such station and demon- 
strate fo Ihtin ami all other pe-sona present that it is empty and that labelsdiave 
lteen affixed both inside and outside the box and the distinguishing mark or marks 
have been made in the box. 

(3) The preauliop er shall thcr af f cr affix to each ballot box a paper seal 

provided for th*> put pose He shall also affix on snob paper seal his own* 1 signature 
or t>eHi end 0 , 1*10 thoiei.u the s.guamr. s or heals of such candidates or of such 
p Him? Agents of the candidates as may be present and may desire to affix such 
signalmen or he sh II thereafter heoure ami seal each box in their presence in 

such manner that the slit in tl' e box for insertion of ballot papers therein remains 
open 

(4) ’the paper setl u-ed in a ballot box sh all be affixh • in such manner fchtt it 
shall not tie pijssible to ©pen the box a^ai i without breaking such paper seal. 

(5) After all the ballot boxes r< q uiied to be used at the polling have been labelled, 
secured and sealed, they shall be placed in the polling camp irtment side by side in 
the sama ord j t in which the names of the candidates to whom such Ivvxes have 
been allotted appear in the list of contesting candidates at tho election and in such 
man ner tiiat the ir>ut vertical e.de of eich of the bnx»s bears a symbol assigned 
to the c.udiiitc t> w 1 om such box h»s been allotted and faces the elector. 

(6) Tue c <nd d ites ’ a id their polling agmts -diali entitl'd to sei before the 
commencement of tne p ll that, the hives ae pltood in th< poling co up irtment in 
tho Older and manner specified ui sub-rule (5), and that no other receptacle 
or box bvdd'-s tin ballot boxe allotted to tlie can udat.is .ire k pt inside the polling 
compartment during polling. 

44. Id* ratification of electors — (I) The presiding olbcer may employ at the polling 
station su« b persons as he thinks fit to lie! p in the identific itio i of the eleotors or to 
assist him otherwise in taking the poll. 

(2) A« the elector enters the polling station the presiding officer or the polling 
officer authorised by him in this behalf shall ascertain the elector’s name and address 
and such other p rticulars as appear* on the electoral roll and aft r having checked these 
by reference to the ro 1 h tall call out these* id number, name and description of the 
eh ©tor according to the en rv in the roll 

(3) Ai y ctudidafe or his age jt may challenge t ie identity of a person olaiming to 
be a part oular elector and whan such cWlmge is made the proceilu.e laid d jwu in rule 
02 shall ho followed. 

45. Special procedure for preventing personation of electors. — (1) Every elector 
about whose identity the presiding offi’er or the pilling officer, as the case may be, is 
satisfied, shall allow — 

(») his left tore- tinker to be i spected by the presiding officer or any polllhg officer and 

(b) an indelible ink mark to be put on his left fore-finger. 

(2) If any snob elector - 

l») refuses to all >iv such inspection of hit» left fore-finger, or 

(b) refuses to allow an indelible ink mark to bp put on his left fore-fiuger or persists in 
diing any act with a view to remove such mark after it has been put, 

he shall not be entitled lo be supplied with any ballot paj.er or oast bis vote at the 
election. 
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(3) Except u provided in sub-rule (4), no person who has already such a mark on 
Ilia left fore-finger at the time he enters the polling station shall be supplied with any 
ballot paper, and if any suoh person applies for a ballot paper he shall be liable to 
be arrested and proseooted for personation. 

(4) Where elections in any erritorial Counoil constituency and in a Parliamentary 
•oetitueney are being held simultaneously an elector whose left fore-finger has been 
marked with indelible ink at a polling* station as a preliminary to nis receiving the # ballot 
iPaper for one such eleotion shall not be required to have his left fore-finger marked 
again with such ink before receiving the ballot paper for the other election and t)ie 
presence of the 'mark made for the purpose of one of such elections shall, notwithstand- 
ing anything to the contrary contained in any other rule, not disentitle him from 
receiving the baliot paper for the other election. 

(5) Any reference in ‘bis rule to the left fore finger of an elector shall, where the 
•lector has no left fore-finger, be construed as a reference to auy other finger of his left 
hand end shall, where the eleotor has no finger at all on either of his hands, be oonstrued 
as a reference to such extremity of his left or right arm as he possesses. 

46. Issue of ballot paper's. — (1) In deciding the riyht of a person to obtain a ballot 
paper, the presiding officer or the | oiling offioer, ms the case m iy be shall overlook merely 
•lerioal or printing errors in an entry in the electoral roll, provided that he it satisfied 
that suoh person is identical with the eleotor to whom such entry relates. 

(2) Before delivering the ballot paper to the eleotor, the polling officer shall, 
where a direction has be^n issued in this behalf under rule 42, stamp the ballot 
paper with suoh distinguishing mark a# may have beeu specified under that rule. 

(*) The polling officer shall at the time of delivery of the ballot paper place 
against the serial number of the elector in ti e electoral roll a mark to danote 
that the elector has received a ballot paper and . s o, 11 also ke> p a record of the 
serial number of the ballot p iper s ippl ed t- ti e lector in such manner as the 
•hief electoral officer may direot. 

47. Manner of voting after the receipt of ballot papers- — (1) On receiving

• 48. Ballot papers found outside ballot boxes — If auy ballot paper which has 
been issued to an elector hn not been inserted by him into any ballot box but 
is found anywhere in or near t e polling station, it shail be cancelled and dealt 
with in a manner laid down in rule 63 

49 Recording of rotes by infirm electors — If owing to .blindness or other infirmity 

an t'l<*ctor is u. able to read the symbol of a ballot box or is physic «lly incapable of 
inserting the ballot paper into a ballot box, the presiding officer shall enter the polling 
compartment with such elector, ascertain from him ihe name or names of the candidate 
or candidates in whoso favour he do ir s to cant the vote and insert the hall ,t. paper 
or papers in the ballot box or boxes of such candidate or candidates in accordance with 
the wishes oi the elector and the presiding officer shall have this done with as much 
secrecy as is feasible and shall keep a bri f record of such instance without indicating 
the manner in which the vote has been cast. 

50, Elector to be questioned in case of doubt as to his identity- — If the presiding 
officer has reason to do ibt the identity of an elector or his right to vote at an elec- 
tion, he may, in order to be satisfied about the identity of the elector, 'put such questions 
as he thinks fit and the elector shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if be refuses to 
auswer any suon questions. 

51- Tendered votes. — (1) If a person representing himself to he a particular elector 
named in the electoral roll applies for a ballot paper or papers after another person has 
already voted as swob elector, the applicant shall, after answering such questions as 
the oresidiug officer may ask, be supplied with a ballot paper (referred lo in these Rules 
at a tendered ballot piper) in Form IX. 

(if) Every such person s all, before being supplied ^ i . h a tendered ballot paper, 
sign his name against tt e entry relating to him in a Imt in Form X. 

(3) Such person shall thereafter record on the ballot paper fch> mine or Mines of 
the candidate or candidates for whom he wis m-t to vote; but if owing to illiteracy 
or any other reason ha is unable to make such record, the presiding officer shall 
do so in accordance with hi- w she* 

(4) The procedure laid down in sub-rule (3) shall be followed with due regard to 
aeoretcy. 

(6) Every such tendered ballot paper shall forthwith be placed in a separate cover 
which shall be scald and all such covers containing tm<ler.fid ballot papers soul be 
kept in a separate packet, but such votes shall^not he counted by ihe returning officer. 

52- Challenged votes- — (0 If any candidate or his agent challenges the identity 
of a person claiming to be a particular elector, he shall depohit a sum of two rupees- 
iu cnsh with the presiding officer for each suoii challenge . 

(2) On such deposit being made the presiding officer shall — 

(a) warn the person so challenged of the penalty for personation ; 

(b) enter his name and address in the li-to of challenged votes in Form- XI* 

and . . ' 

(c) require him to »ffix his signature in th** said list. 

(3) The presiding officer shall thereafter hold a seminary inquiry into t};0.. 
chellange and may far that purpose require the. obadenger to adduce evidence ip 
proof of the challenge and the p mod challenged to adduce evidence in proof °f 
his identity. 
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(A) After suih inquiry if the presiding officer is of the epiaion that the challenge 
has. not been established he shall allow the person challenged to yot,e and. if 
he is, farther of the opinion that the challenge is frivolous or has not beep made., 
m gcod faith, he shall direct that the deposit made under sub-rule (!) be forfeited 
to Government. < 

(6) After suoh inquiry if the presiding officer is of the opinion that the chal- 
lenge has been established he Shall not allow the person challenged to vote and 
ahell' returif the deposit made undSr sub-rule (1) to the challenger after the close 
of the poll on the day on. which it was made. 

S3*. ReturS of ballot papers by an elector. — (l) If ah elector after obtaining 
any ballot paper for the purpose of -casting his vote deoides not to use the same 1 , 
he shall return the ballot paper to the presiding officer, and the ballot paper so 
xeturned shall then be marked aB “cancelled" and kept in a separate envelope set 
apart for the purpose and a reoord shall be kept by the presiding officer of all sdoh * 
ballot papers. 

(2) If any ballot paper which has been issued to any elector for the purpose 
of recording bis vote has not been put into the ballot box but has been left by 
the elector at the polling station it shall be dealt, with in aooordanoe with the 
provisions of sub-rule (1) as if it had been returned to the presiding officer. 

54. Delivery of ‘ballot boxes to the returning officer after die cIImo of the 
poH. —The presiding officer of each polling station shall, as soon as practicable after 
the dose of the poll, in the presence of any candidates or their eleotion or polling 
agents who may be present, close the slit for insertion of ballot papers of eaoh 
ballot box, or, where the box does dot contain any mechanical devide for dosing 
the slit, seal up the slit, and seal and secure all the ballot boxes used at the 
polling station ; he shall also make up into separate packets : 

(a) the unused ballot paperB ; 

1 (b) the oover containing the tendered ballot papers ; 

(c) the cancelled ballot papers ; 

(d) the marked copy of the electoral roll ; 

(e) the list tendered votes ; 

(f) the list- of challenged vote ; and 

(g) any other paper directed by the returning officer to be kept in a scaled 

packet, 

and shall seal eaoh packet with his own seal and the seals of such candidates or 
their election or polling agents as may desire to affix their seals thereon. He shall 
then, as soon as may be, deliver the ballot boxes and all such packets and all 
other papers used at the poll or oause them to be delivered to the returning officer 
,at such place as the returning officer may direct subject to any geueral or special 
instructions issued in that behalf by the chief- electoral officer. 

55. Transport of ballot boxas And packets and their custody. —The returning 
officer shall make adequate arrangements for the safe transport of all ballot boxes, 
packets and other papers referred to in rule 64 and for their safe custody until 
the commencement of the oounting of votes.

C hap ter iii — Counting op Votes anS Custody of Election Record... 

86> Counting of votos- **** (1) At every eleotion where a poll is taken votes shall be 
counted by or under the -supervision and direction of the returning offioer and each 
candidate, his eleotion agent end his oounting agents shall have a right to be pro* 
cent at the time of oounting. 
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(2) The returning officer shall appoint a date or dates (which shall be a* 
soon as practicable after the completion of the poll throughout the constituencies) 
four the oounting of votes and' shall fix the place and time at which the votes 
shall be ooonted on the date or * each of the dates so appointed* 

j(3) The returning officer shall give notice of each sueh date, time and place 
la Writing to all candidates. 

67. Procedure to be followed at thr counting of votes.— 0) On the date and 
at the time and place appointed under rule 68 the returning officer shall, before 

ha commences to count . the votes, read the provisions of rule 83 to suoh persons 

as may be present. He ghall then with respect to ballot boxes used at the poll 
prooeed as follows: — 

(i) All the ballot boxes plaoed for tbe oounting of votes shall be counted 
and cheoked and tbe returning officer shall satisfy himself that all suoh 
ballot boxes as contain the ballot papers which are to be counted at suoh place- 
have been * received and accounted for. 

' (ii) The returning officer shall then allow the candidates and their oounting 
agents present at . the oounting ap opportunity to inspect the ballot 
boxes and their seals for satisfying themselves that they are in order. 

(iii) The returning offioer shall also satisfy himself that none of the boxes 

bar in foot been tampered with, if any ballot box is found by the 
returning offioer to have been tampered with or destroyod or lost the 
returning officer shall postpone the oounting ef votes and shall follow 
the procedure laid down in rule 36 and shall, after the fresh poll 
under that rule has been completed, recommence the counting on the 
date and at tbe time and place appointed by him in this behalf of 
which notioe has been previously giveu to th6 candidates and their 
oounting agents. 

(iv) If the returning offioer is satisfied that all suoh ballot boxes as oontain the 
ballot papers which are to be counted at suoh plaoe have been received and 
are in order, he shall take up the oounting of ballot papers contained in the 
ballot boxes. All the ballot boxes used at a polling statiou shall be opened 
and the oounting of the ballot papers found in those boxes proceeded with 
at the same time as far as practicable. 

(v) As each ballot box is opened for oounting the mark or marks made on the 
box or in any of its component parts or attachments and the label contain- 
ing the symbol affixed inside the box shall be checked. Thereafter the 
ballot papers shall be taken out from the box and arranged in convenient 
bundles and oounted with aid of persons appointed to assist in tbe count* 
ing of votes. An account of the ballot papers found in each box allotted to 
each candidate shall be reoorded in a suitable statement. % 

<yi) Tbe returning offioer shall allow the candidates* and their oounting agents 
Who may be present reasonable opportunity to inspect all ballot'' papers,, 
which in the opinion of the returning offioer are liable to be rejeoted but 
•hall not allow them to handle those or any other ballot papers. The 
returning offioer shall on every ballot paper whioh is rejeoted endorse' the 
letter *K\ If any candidate or his oounting agent questions the correct- \ 
ness of the rejection of any ballot paper, the returning offioer shall also 
record briefly on such ballot paper the ground for its rejection. A brief 
record shall be kept of the serial numbers of all ballot papers rejected 
and of such particulars as will Identify the ballot ban in whioh eaefc 
suoh ballot paper was found. 
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(▼ii) After the counting of nil ballot papers contained in each ballot’ box has 
been completed by the Returning officer and an account of such ballot 
papers has- bdten reoorded in a suitable statement, the returning officer 
shall cause all such ballot papers to *bo kept in a a eparate packet on 
which shall bo indicated suoh -particulars as will iudentify the ballot box 
in which ballot papers were found, the name of the candidate to whom 
such ballot,, box was allotted, and the name of the pollin'! station and 
the number of the polling booth, if any, where suoh ballot box was uBed. 

(viii) After counting of "ballot papers contained in all the ballot boxes has 
been completed, the returning officer shall cause all the packets com 
taining the ballot papers <in support of each candidate to be placed 
together in a separate container or containers and shall seal up such 
containers and shall write on each such container the name of the 
candidate in support of whom the ballot papers contained in suoh con- 
tainer were cast * and the name of constituency and the date of the 
election to which it refers and permit the candidates or their agents 
to put their seals o>i each container if they so like. He shall also cause 
all ballot papers found in the ballot boxes' of each candidate but rejec- 
ted by him to be kept in a separate sealed packet. 

(2) The returning officer shall as far as practicable proceed continuously with 
the counting of the votes and shall during any intervals , when the -counting, has 
to be suspended, keep the ballot papers, packets and otber documents relating to 
the election sealed with his own seal and the seals of such candidates or counting 
agents as may desire to affix their seals and shall cause adequate precautions to 
be taken for their safe custody. 

(3) After the counting of ballot papers contained in all the ballot boxes used 
at all the polling stations in the contituenoy the returning officer shall — 

(a) in the case where such votes have been counted at one plaoe, record 

in a suitable statement the total number of votes polled by eaoh 
candidate, and 

(b) in the case where such votes have been counted more places than 

. one, prepare a consolidated statement recording in that statement the 

total number of votes polled by eaoh candidate in the entire contituenoy. 

$8. Ground* for rejection of ballot .paper* : — (1) A ballot paper contained 
in a ballot box shall be rejected : — 

(a) if it bears any mark or writing by which the elector can be identified 

or 

(b) if it is a spurious ballot paper, or 

(o) if it bears a serial number, or is of a. design different from the serial 

numbers or, as the case may be, design, of the ballot papers authorised 
for use at the particular polling -station, or 

(d) . if it does not bear the mark prescribed by the chief electoral offioer : 
Provided that where the chief electoral officer on being satisfied that any 
such defect A9 is mentioned in clause (c) or clause (d) has, in respect of 
any of the ballot papers at a polling station, been caused by any mistake 
or failure on the part of the presiding officer or polling officer, has 
directed that the defect should be overlooked, ballot paper shall not 
rejected merely on the ground of such a defect ; 

(•) if it has been so damaged or mutilated that its identity as a genuine 
ballot {taper eannot be established. 
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(2) If the returning officer is satisfied that an elector has put into the same 
ballot box more than one ballot paper in contravention of these rules, he shall reject 
all but one of suoh ballot papers. 

59. Equality of votes : — If, after the counting of votes is completed, an equality 

of votes is found to exist between any candidates, und the addition of one vote will 

entitle any of those candidates to be declared elected, the returning officer shall 

forthwith decide betwecu those candidates by lot and proceed aj if ‘the candidate 

on whom the lot falls bad received an additional vote. 

x 

60. Declaration of results : — When tho counting of votes has been completed 
the returning officer shall forthwith deelttrs the result of the election. 

Provided that upon the application of any candidate or his election or oo unting 
agent a total or partial recount shall be made before the returning officer makes the 
declaration, hut the returning officer may reject any snch application as may appear 
to him to he frivolous or unreasonable recording at the same time the grounds for 
such rejection. 

61. Report of the result— As Boon as*snay be after the result of an eleotion 
has been deolared the returning offioer shall report the result to the chief electoral 
officer and the Administrator and the Administrator shall oause to be published 
the declarations containing the names of the elected candidates in such manner as 
he thinks fit. 

62; Date of election * of candidate — For purposes of these rules the date of 
declaration of his result under rule 31 or 32 or 33 or 60 shall he the date of 
election of the candidate. 

63. Return by the returning officer*— The returning officer shall prepare and 
certify a return in Form XII setting forth — 

(1) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given, * 

(2) the number of valid votes given /or each candidate, 

(3) the number of votes declared invalid, 

(4) the number of tendered votes, and 

(6) the name of the candidate elected. 

He shall also permit any candidate or his election or counting agent to take a copy 

of an extract from, such return. 

* 

64. Custody of tho return and of the ballot boxes and papers relating to 

.election.— (1) The returning officer shall, after reporting the result of the elec- 
tion under rule 61 forward the return to the chief electoral officer. 

(2) All ballot boxes used at the election shall be kept in suoh custody as the 
chief electoral officer may direct. 

(3) The returning officer shall keep in his own custody the paokets of ballot 
papers and all other papers relating to the election. 

65. Production and inspection of election papers.— (1) While in the custody 

of the returning officer the paokets of used ballot papers, whether valid, rejected 

or tendered, the packets of unused ballot papers, and the packets of the marked 

copies of the electoral roll, shall not be opened and their content shall not be 
inspected by, or produced before, any person or/ authority exoept under the order 

. of a competent Court. 

(2) All other papers relating to the election Bhall be open to public inspection 

subject to suoh conditions and to the payment of such fee, if any,’ as the Ad- 
ministrator may direct. ’ . 

(3) Copies of the returns by the returning officers forwarded ussier rule 64 
shall be furnished by the chief electoral offioer on payment of a fee of two rupee* 
for eaoh such oopy. 
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66. Disposal of election papers : — Subject to any direction to the contrary 
’giwn by the obief electoral officer or by a competent Court : — 

(a) the packets of unused ballot papers shall be retained for a period of six 

months and shall thereafter be placed at the disposal of the chief electoral 
officer ; ^ 

(b) the other packets referred to in rule 65 shall be retained for a period 

of one year and shall thereafter be destroyed ; 

(o) all other papers relating to the election shall be retained for suoh period 
as the chief electoral offioer may direct. 

PART IV— DISPUTES REGARDING ELBCTIONS 
Chapter I— Interpretation 

(7. Definitions : — In this Part, unices the oontext otherwise requires : — 

(a) 'candidate’ means a person who has been or claims to have been duly 

nominated as a candidate at any election and any suoh person shall 
be deemed to have been a candidate as from the time when, with the 
election in prospect, he began to hold himself out as a prospective 
candidate ; 

(b) 'costs’ means all costs, charges and expenses of, or incidental to, a trial 

of an election petition ; 

(o) 'electoral right’ means the right of a person to stand or not to stand as 
or to withdraw from being, a candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting 
at an election ; 

(d) 'pleader’ means any person entitled to appear and plead for another in 

a civil oourt and includes an advocate, a v*kil and an attorney of a 
High Court ; * 

(e) 'returned candidate’ means a candidate who has been declared elected by 

the returning officer. 

Chapter II -Election Petitions. 

68. Addit i o nal contents of re tit ion. — (l) Where the petitioner alleges any corrupt 
praotice, an election petition shall, in addition to complying with the provision of 
section 13 of the Act, also set forth full particulars of that corrupt praotice including 
•a full a statement as possible ot the names of the parties alleged to have oommitted 
uuch corrupt praotice at d the date and place of the commission of eaob corrupt praotice. 

(‘2) Any schedule or annexure to the petition Bhall also be signed by the peti- 
tioner and verified in the same manner as the petition. 

69* Petition to bo dismis sed- — 1 f the provimons of section 3 of the Aot or rule 
78 are not complied with, the 3<>urt shall dismiss thepeti'ion: 

Provided that the petition shall not be dismissed without giving the petitioner 
an opportunity of being heard. * 

70. Procedure before the court —(1) As soon as the C >urt receives the peti- 
tion it shall serve on each respondent a notice in such form as it thinks. fii. di- 
recting the respondent to appear before the Court and answer the claim made in 
the petition on a day to be specified therein. 

(2) Any candidate nob. already a respondent shall, up.m »n application made by 
him to the C urt within fourteen* d lys from the date of commencement of the 
trial and subject* to the provision of rule 78 be entitled t> be joined as a 
respondent. 
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71. Appearinet before the court — A dy appearance application or act before the 
Court may be made or done by the party ia person or by a pleader duly appointed'to en 
hie behalf. 

Provided that it shall be open to the Court to direct any party to appear in person 
whenever the Court oonsider it necessary. 

72. Powers of the court — The Court shall have the. powers which are vented in a- 
civil court when trying a suit in respect of the following matters. — 

(a) disoovery and inspection, 

(b) enforcing the attendance of witnesses, and requiring the deposit of their ex-'* 
ponses; 

(c) compelling the production of documents; 

(d) examining witnesses on oath; 

(e) granting adjournments; 

(f) reception of evidence taken on affidavit; and 

(g) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses; 

73. Documentary evidenoe — Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
law to the oootrary no doeumeut shall be inadmissible in evidence at the trial of an 
•lection petition on the ground that it is not duly stamped or registered. 

94. Scene? of voting not to be infringed.— No witness ox other person shall be 
required to Btate for whom he has voted at an eleotion. 

75. Order as to costa — The Court may, while making an order under section. 17 ef 
the Act, also fix thereby the total amount of costs payable and specify the persons to 
whom the costs shall be paid. 

76. Grounds on Which an election maybe called in question- The eleotion a re- 

turned candidate may, besides being called in question on any one or more of the grounds 
specified in aeotion 15 of the Act, also be called in question on the ground: ' 

(a) that any oorrupt practice has been committed by a returned candidate *ot 
bis election agent or by any other person with the consent of a returned candidate 
or his election agent ; or 

(b) that the result of the election, is so far as it concerts a returned' candidate 
has been materially affected by any corrupt practioe committed in tbe interests of 
the returned candidate by a person other than that candidate or bis election agent 
er any other person with the consent of a returned candidate or his election auent ; 

Provided that if in tbe opinion of the Court, a returned osndidate has been guilty 
by an ageut, other than his eleotion agent, of any oorrupt practice but tbe Court 
is satisfied : — 

(*) that no such corrupt practioe was oommitted at the election by the 
candidate or his eleotion egent, and every such corrupt practioe was 
oommitted contrary to tbe orders, aud without the consent, of the 
candidate or his election ageut ; • 

(b) that all suoh coirupt practices* were of a trivial and limited character 
or took the form of customary hospitality which did not affect the 
result of tbe election; 

(o) that the c<ndidate and his election ageut took all reasonable means for 
preventing the commission of oorrupt practices at the eleotion ; and 

(d) that in all other respects the election was free from any oorrupt practioC tn. 
the part of tbe candidate or any of his agents; 

then, the Court may decide that the eleotion of tbe returned candidate is not void* 
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77. Commnnjgatjffl of order to the administrator and transmission of the records 
«ftho case. — The Court shall, after announcing the order made by it under section 
17 of the Act send a copy of the order and recurds of the case to the Administrator. 

78. Deposit of security— (1) The petitioner sball enolose with the petition a Govern- 
ment Treasury receipt showing that a deposit of two hundred and fifty rupees has 
been made by him in a Government Treasury in favour of the Seoretary to the Adminis- 
trator in' the appropriate department as security for the costs of the petition. 

(2) No person shall be entitled to be joined as a respondent unless he has given 
•neh security for costs as the Court may direct. 

79. Costa.— Costs," including pleader’s fee, shall be in the discretion of the Court and 
shall be paid * out of the security deposit provided for in rule 7a. 

PARTY-CORRUPT PRACTICES AND ELECTORAL OFFENCES 

Chapter 1 — Corrupt practices 

80. Corrupt practices. — The following shall be deemed to be corrnpt practices for. 
the purposes of these rules — 

(I) Bribery, that is to say, any gift, offer or promise by a candidate of his agent 
or by any other person of any gratification to any person whomsoever with the object, 
directly or indirectly, of induoing " 

(1) a person to stand or not to stand as, or to withdraw from being, a oandidate 
or to retire from oontest at an election; or 

(ii) an elector to vote or refrain from voting at an election, 
or as reward, to — 

(a) a person- for having so stood or not stood, or for having withdrawn his candi- 
dature, or for having retired from contest; or 

(b) an elector for having voted or refrained from voting. 

Explanation.’- For the purposes of this clause the term ‘gratification, is not 
sestrioted to pecuniary gratifications or gratifications estimable in money, and 
it includes all forms of entertainment and all /orms of employment for reward. 

(2) Undue influence, that is to say, any direet or indirect interference or attempt 
to interfere on the part of a oandidate or his agent or of any other person with 
the tree exercise of any electoral right: 

Provided that — 


(i) without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of this cause any sueh 
person as is referred to therei n w ho — / 

(a) threatens any candidate or any elector or any’ person in .whom a can- 

didate oi any elector is interested, with injury of any kind including 
social ostraoism and excommunioation or expulsion from any caste or 
community; or 

(b) induces t»r attempts to induce a candidate or an elector to believe that 

he, or any person in whom he is interested, will become or will be 
rendered an object of divine displeasure or spiritual censure; 

shall be deemed to interfere with the free exercise of the electoral right of 
such oandidate or el ct >r . withiu ihe meaning of this clause; 

liij a declaration of pubho policy or a pr unise of public action, or the mere 
exercise of a legal right without intk nt to interfere with an electoral 
right, shall not be deemed to be interference within the meaning of this 
dause. 
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(1) The systematic appeal by a candidate of hie agent or by any 'other person, 
to voie or refrain from voting; on grounis of caste,' race, community or religion 
or the use of, or appeal to, religious symbols, or the use of or appeal to national 
symbols, such as the national flag or the national emblem, for the furtherance of 
the prospects of that candidate’s election. 

(4) The publication by a candidate or his agent or by. any other person of any 
statement of faot which is false, and which he either believes to be false or does . 
not belive to be true, in relatio i to the personal character or conduct of any can* 
didate or in relation to the. candidature, or withdrawal, or retirement from contest, 
of any candidate, being a state me at reasonably calculated to prejudice the prospeota 
of that candidate’s election. 

(5) Tbe hiring or procuring whether on payment or otherwise, of any vehicle 
or - vessel by a candidate or bis agent or by any other person, for the conveyance 
of any eleotor (other than tbe candidate himself, the members of his family . or his 
agent) to or from any polling station: 

Provided that the hiring of a vehicle by an elector or by several eleotors at their 
joint ousts for the purpose of oouv eying him or them to and from any such polling 
station shall not be deemed to be a corrupt praotice under this clause if the vehicle 
or vessel so hired is vehicle or vessel not propelled by mechanical power. 

Provided further that the use of any public transport vehicle or vessel or any 
tramcar or railway carriage by^ an eleotor at his own cost for the purpose of going 
to or ooming from any Buch polling station shall not be deemed to be a corrupt 
practice under this clause. * 

Explanation.— In this clause the expression “vehicle” means any vehicle used 
* or capable of being used for the purpose of road transport, whether propelled by 
meohanioal power or otherwise and whether used for drawing other vehicles or other- 
wise. 

(6) The obtaining or procuring or abetting or attempting to obtain or procure by 
• candidate Or his agent or, by any other person, any assistance (other than the 
giving of vote) for the furtherance of the prospects of that candidate’s election, from 
smy person in the servioe of the Government and belonging to any of tbe following, 
classes, namely- 

(a) gazetted officers; 

(b) stipendary judges and magistrates; 

(o) membei a of the armed forces of the Union; 

(d) members of tbe police forces; 

(e) excise officers;’ 

(f) revenue officers including village accountants, suoh as, patwaris, lekhpals,. 
talatis, karnams and thq lik\ but excluding other village officers; and 

(g) such other qlass of persons in the service of the Government as may be 
• notifind by tbe Administrator. 

Explanation.— ( 1) In this rail the expression “agent” includes as eleotion agent, 
a polling agent and any person who is' held to have acted as an agent in connection, 
with the consent . f the candidate. 

( 2 ) For purposes of the prospects of clause (6 ), a person shall be deemed to assist* 
in tbe furtherance of the prospects of a candidate’s election if he aots as a n ehoiion 
•gent or a polling agent or a oounting agent of that oanddate. 

Chapter 11— Electoral offences . 

81 Public meetings on election day — (1) No persons shall convene or hold or 
attend any public meeii g within any polling area pn the date or dates on which a poll 
is taken for an election in that polling area. 
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(2) Any person who contravenes the provisions of sab-rule (1) shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. * 

82. Disturbances at election meetings — (1) Any person who at a publio meeting to 
which this rule applies, acts or incites others to aot, in a disorderly manner for the pur- 
pose of preventing the transaction of the business for which the meeting was oalled, shall 
be punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. ' 

(2) This rule applies to any publio meeting of a political character held in 
any constituency between the date of the issue of a notification oalling upon tha 
constituency to eleet a member or members and the date on whioh such election 
is held. 

(3) If any police officer reasonably suspects any person of committing an offence 
under sub-rule (1), he may, if requested so to do by the ohairman of the meeting 
require that person to declare to him immediately his name and address and, if 
that person refuses or fails so to declare his name .and address, or if the polios 
officer reasonably suspects him of giving a false name or address, the polioe ' officer 
may arrest him without warrant. 

83. Maintenance of secrecy of voting.— (1) Every officer, clerk, agent or other 
person who performs any duty in oonneotiou with the recording or counting of 
votes at an election shall maintain, and aid in maintaining, the secrecy of ths 
voting and shall not (except for some purpose authorised by or under - any law) 
co mm unicate to any person any information calculated to violate suoh secrecy. 

(2) An y person who contravenes the provisions of sub-rale (1) shall bo punish- 
able with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

84- Officers, etc. at elections not to act for candidates or to influence 

voting. (*) No person who is in the service of the Government whether or not 

couneced with the conduct or management of the election, shall do any aot (other 
than the giving of vote) for the * furtherance' of the prospects of the election of 
a candidate. 

(2) No snch persou as aforesaid, shall endeavour — 

(a) to persuade any person to give his vote at an election, or 

(b) to dissuade any person from giving his vote at an election, or 

(c) to influence the voting of any person at an election in any manner. 

■ (S) Any person who contravenes the provision of sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (2) 

shall be punishable with fine which- may ext.rnd to one hundred rupees, 

85. Canvassing in or near polling stations. — (1) No person Bhall on the date 
or dates on which a poll is taken at any polling station, commit any one of tha 
following acts within the polling station or in any * publio or private places within 
a distance of one hundred yards of the polling station, namely : — 

(a) canvassing for votes ; or * 

(b) soliciting the vote of any elector ; or 

(c) persuading any elector not to vote for any particular candidate ; or 

(d) persuading any elector not to vote at the election ; or 

(s) ^ exhibition any notice or sign (other than an official notice) relating to 
the election. \ 

(2) Any person who ooniravenes the provis.ons of sub-rule (1) shall be punishable 
with fine whiottumay extend to one hundred rupees. 

86 Disorderly conduct in or near polling stations— (1) No person shall, on that 
•date or dates on which a poll is taken at any polling station. 
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;(a) iMe or operate vittin or it the entrance o I the polling 'station or 'in any pu- 
blic or private plaoe'in the neighbourhood thereof, any apparatus for nnpli— 
fying or reproducing the human voice, such aa a megaphone or loudspeaker, or 

(b) shout, or otherwise act in a disorderly manner, within or at the entrance off he 
polling station or ip any publio or private place in the neighbourhood ' thereof, 
ao as to cause annoy* Ace to any person visiting the polling station ‘for the poll, or so 
a# to interfere with tbs work of the offioers and other persons on duty at the -polling 
•tattoo. 

(2) Any person who contravenes, or wilfully aids or abets the contravention 
of the provisions of sub-rule (1) shall be punishable with fine whioh may extend 
to, one hundred rupees. - 

(t) If the presiding officer of a polling station has reason to believe that shy 
person is com minting or has committed an offence punishable under this rule, he may 
direct any polioe officer to arrest such person, and thereupon the polios offioer shall 
umsI him. 

(4) Any polioe offiosr may take such steps, and use suoh- foroe, as may be. 
reasonably necessary for preventing any contravention of the provisions of sub-rule 
fl), and may seise any apparatus used for suoh contravention. 

87. Penalty for misconduct at the polling station. -(1) Any person who during 
the hours fixed for the poll at any polling station soonducts himself or fails 
to obey the lawful directions of the presiding offioer may be removed from the 
polling stations by the presiding officer or by any police offioer on duty or by any 
person authorised in this behalf by such presiding officer. 

(2) The powers oonfwred by sub-rule (1) shall not be exercised so as to prevent any 
elector who is otherwise entitled to vote at a polling station. from having an opportunity 
of voting at that station. 

(3) If any person who has been so removed from a polling station re-enters the polling 
station without the permission of the presiding officer, be shall be punishable with fine- 
which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

88. Penalty for illegal hiring or procuring of conveyances at election, — If any 

per«on is guilty of any such corrupt practioe as is specified in o »u e (p >) of rule 80 at or 
in connection with an election, he shall be punishable with fine wich may extend to one 
hundred rupees. 

89. Breaches of official duty in collection with election. — (1) If any person to 
whom this rule applies is without reasonable oause guilty of any act of omission in 
breach of his official duty he shall bo punishable with fine which may extend to 
one hundred rupees. 

(2) No suit or other legal proceedings shall lie against any such parson for 
damages in respeot of any such aot or omission as aforesaid. 

(3) The person* to whom this rule applies are the returning Offioers, assistan t 
returning offioers, presiding offioers, polling officers and any other .person appointed 
to perform any duty iu can unction with the receipt of nominations, or withdrawal 
of candidature, or the recording or counting of votes at an election ; and' tha 
expression ‘official duty’ shall for the purpose of this rule' be oonstrued accordingly, 
bat shall not include duties imposed otherwise than under these rules. 

90. Removal of ballot papers from potting station.— (I) Any person who at 

any election fraudulently takes or attempts to take, a ballot paper out of polling station, 
or wilfuiy aids or abets the doing of any such aot, shall be punishable with 
whioh may extend to one hundred, rupees. 
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( 2 ) If the presiding officer of a polling station lias reason to* believe that any 
person is committing ox has committed an offence punishable under sub-rale (1) 
such offioer may, before such person leaves the polling station arrest or direot a 
police offioer to arrest such person and may search such, person or cause him to 
be Marched by a police officer: • 

Provided that when it is necessary to oause a woman to be searched* the search 

~eball be made by another woman with strict regard to deoenoy. 

* 

(ft) Any ballot paper found upon the person arrested on searoh shall be made 
over for safe custody to a poljoe offioer by the presiding offioer, or when the searoh 
is made by a police offioer, shall be kept by such offioer in safe custody. „ . 

91. Other -offences.— A person shall be guilty of an electoral offenoe if at any 
election he— 

'(a) fraudulently defaces or fraudulently destroys any nomination paper; or 

(b) fraudulently defaces, destroys er removes any list, notion or other docu- 
ment affixed by or under' tbe authority of a returning • offioer, or 

(c) fraudulently defaoes or fraudulently destroys any ballot paper, or the die- 
tinguishing mark on any ballot papers; or 

(d) without due authority supplies any ballot paper to any person, or receivea 
any ballot paper from any person or is in possession of any ballot paper; or 

(e) fraudulently puts into any ballot hex anything other than the ballot paper 
which be is authorised by law to put in; or 

(f) without due authority destroys, takes, openB or otherwise interferes with 
any ballot box or ballot papers then in use for purpose of the eleotion; 

(g) fraudulently or witbont due authority, as the case may be, attempts to 
do any of the foregoing acts or wilfully aids or abets the doing of any such acts. 

(2) Any person guilty of an electoral offence under this rale shall bs puni s ha b le 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

PART IV — M I SCHLL AN KOUS 

92. C asual vacancies in the Territorial Council— When the seat of a member 
dftoto d to the Territorial Council becomes vaoaut or when his el otion to that Counott 
is declared by 'the Court to ba void but no order is made by the Court declaring 
any other candidate to have been duly eleoted to that seat, the Administrator shall, 
by a notification published in such manner as he thinks fit, c ill upon the oonstituenoy 
co n c er ned to elect a person for the purpose of filling tbe vaoanoy go caused before 
snob date as may be specified in the notification, and the pr 'virions of those rules' 

; shall apply, as far may be} in relation, to tbe election of a member to fill such 
vacancy. 

93. ' Ex tension of tiw ior completion' of Election.— It shall be competent 
lor the administrator for reasons which he considers sufficient to extend the t.ime 
for the completion of way eleotion by making necessary amendments in (he notifi- 
cation issued by , him. tinder rule. 12. 

94. Staff oi every local authority to be made for election work.— Every 
local authority in a Union Territory shall, when so requested by the chief electoral 
officer, make available *to any returning officer snob staff as may be necessary for 
Abe performance of any duties in eonneotion with an eleotion.

Ic) ‘corrupt practice’ means any of the practices specified by these rules 
as a corrupt practioe ; 

‘election’ means an election to fill a seat or seats in any Territorial 
Oounoil , 

(e) ‘elector’ in relation to a constituency means a person whose name is 
' entered in the electoral roll for that constituency and who is not sub- 
ject to any disqualification for voting ; and 

(f) 'form* means a form in the Schedule to these rules: 

(2) For the purposes of theae rules, a person who is unable to write his name 
«h&l), unless otherwise expressly provided in these rules, be deemed to have sigped 
an instrument or other paper if he* has placed a mark on such instrument or other 
paper in the presence of the returning offioer or presiding officer or snob other 
officer as may he specified in this behalf by the chief electoral offioer and such 
officer cm being satisfied as to his identity has attested the mark ' as being the mark.

3. Superintendence and control of election*. — Subject to the superintendence, 
direction . and oontrol of the Eleotion Commission, the obief eleotoral officer shall 
supervise— 

(a) the preparation electo r»l rolls for the conatituenoiea . aod 

(b}. the conduct of action, to the Territorial Council. 

4. Preparation of electoral rolls.— The eleotoral registration officer of eaoh 

parliamentary constituency shall split np one copy of the eleotoral roll thereof, into' 
several parts for the purpose °f constituting ipto the electoral rolls for the 

Territorial Counoil constituencies comprised within that parliamentary constituency. 

S> Returning officers.— For every constituency the Administrator shall designate 
or nominate a returning officer who shall be an offioer of Government. 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall prsvent the Administrator from designating 
or BOxninStig the same person to be the returning officer for' more thah One 
oonstitnenoy. 

6. Assistant returning officers. — (1) The Administrator may appoint ona or 
more persona to assist any returning officer in the performance of his functions. 

(2) Every assistant returning officer shall, subject to the oontrol of the return- 
ing officer, be competent to peiform all or any of tba functions of the returning 
offioer : 

Provided that no assistant returning offioer shall perform any of the functions 
of the returning offioer which relate to the scrutiny of nominations unless the re- 
turning offioer is unavoidably prevented from performing the said functions. 

7. Duties of the returning officers. — It shall be general duty of the returning 
officer at any eleotion to do all such aots and things as may be necessary for 
effectually conducting the election in the manner provided by these rules or orders 
made thereunder. 

8. Polling stations for constituencies. — The returning offioer shall, with the 
previous approval of the Administrator, provide a sufficient number of polling sta- 
tions for each constituency and shall publish in suoh manner as the ohief electoral 
officer may direct, a list showing the polling stations so provided and the polling 
areas for which they have respectively been provided ;

26. Revocation of the appointment, or death, of a polling agont or counting agent-

to the election shall be commenced anew in all respeots as if for a new election.

63. Return by the returning officer.— The returning officer shall prepare and 
certify a return in Form XII setting forth — 

(1) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given,

(4) the number of tendered votes, and 

(6) the name of the candidate elected. 

He shall also permit any candidate or his election or counting agent to take a copy 
of An extract from suoh return. 

64. Custody of the returo and of the ballot boxes and papers r elatin g to 
election.— (1) Tbe returning officer shall, after reporting the result of the elec- 
tion under rule 61 forward the return to the chief electoral officer. 

(2) All ballot boxes used at the election shall be kept in suoh custody as the 
chief electoral officer may direct. 

(3) The returning officer shall keep iu his own oustody the packets of baljpt 
papers and all other papers relating to the election. 

65. Production . and inspection of election papers.— (1) While in the custody 

of the returning officer the paokets of used ballot papers, whether valid, rejeoted 

or tendered, the packets of unused ballot papers, and the > packets of the marked 

oopies of the electoral roll, shall not be opened jand their content shall not be 
inspected by, or produced before, any person or authority exoept under the order 

of a competent Court.

(2) All other papers relating to the eleotion shall be open to public inspection 

aUbjeot to such conditions* and to the payment of such fee, if any, as the Ad- 

ministrator may . direot. 

(8) Copies of tbe returns by the returning officers forwarded under rule 64 
shall be. furnished by the chief electoral officer on payment of ft fee of two rupees 
for each such copy. 
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66. DUponI off election papers Subject to any direotion to the contrary 
fiwn by the chief electoral officer or by a competent Court :

PART IV— -DISPUTES REGARDING ELECTIONS 
Chapter I— Interpretation 

47. Definitions In this. Part, unless the oontext otherwise requires c — 

(a) * 'candidate’ means a person who has been or olaims to have been duly 

nominated as a candidate at any election and any suoh person sW l 
be deemed to have been a candidate as from the time when, with the 
election in prospect, be began to bold himself oat as a prospective 
candidate ; 

(b) 'costs’ means all costs, charges and expenses of, or incidental to, a trial 

of an eleotion petition ; 

(o) 'electoral right’ means the right of a person to stand or not to stand as 
or to withdraw from being, a candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting 
at an election ; * * 

(d) 'pleader’ means any person entitled to appear and plead for another in 

a civil eourt and inoludes an advocate, a vakil and an attorney of a 
High Court ; 

(e) 'returned candidate’ means a candidate who has been declared elected by 

the returning officer. 

Chaptek II — Eleotion Petitions. 

68. Additional contents off retition.— -(I) Where the petitioner alleges any corrupt 
practice, an election petition shall, in addition to complying with the provision of 
Motion 13 of the Act, also net forth full particulars of that oorrupt practice including 
<M full a statement as possible ot the names of the parties alleged to have committed 
pooh corrupt practice and the date and place of the commission of each oorrupt praotice. 

(2) Any schedule or annexure to the petition shall also be signed by the peti- 
tioner and verified in the same manner as the petition. 

68 Petition to bo dismissed — If the provisions, of section 1 3 of the Act or rule 
78 are not oomplted with the Jourt shall dismiss the petition: 

Provided th it the petition shall not be dismissed without giving the petitioner 
. no opportunity of being heard. 

70. Procedure before the court —(1) As soon as the Court receives the peti- 
tion it shall serve on eaoli respondent a notice in suoh form as it thinks fib di- 
recting the respondent to appear before thu Court and answer the olaim made in 
the petition on* a day to he specified therein. 

(2) Any candidate not already a respondent shall, upon an application made by 
him to the Court within fourteen d*ys from the date of commeuoement of the 
trial and subject to the provision of rule 78 bo entitled to be ' joined as a

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71. Appearance -before die court — Any appearance, application or aot before die 
Cpurt may be made or done by the party in person or by a pleader duly appointed, So on 
bis behalf. 

Provided that it shall be open to the Court to direet any party to appear. in. person 
whenever the Court oon eider it necessary. 

72. Powers of the court *— The Court shall h ive the powers which are vested in a 
civil oourt when trying a suit in res peot of the following matters, — 

(a) discovery and inspection, 

(b) enforcing the attendance of witnesses, and requiring the deposit of their ex- 
penses; 

(o) compelling the production of documents; 

(d) examining witnesses on oath; 

(e) granting adjournments; 

(f) reception of evidenoe taken on affidavit; and 

(g) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses; 

. f i 

73. Documfntary. evidence. — Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
law Jo the oontrary no document shall be inadmissible in evidenoe at the trial of an 
eleotion petition on the ground that it is not duly stamped or registered. 

74. Secrecy of voting not to be infringed. — No Witness or other person shall be 
required to state for whom he has voted at an eleotion. 

75. Order at to costa — The Court may, while making an order under section 17 ef 
the Aot, also fix thereby the total amount of oostB payable and specify tbe persons to 
wh< >m the costs shall be paid. 

76. Grounds on which an alection may be called in question- The eleotion a re- 

turned candidate may, besides being called in question on any one or more of the grounda 
specified in section 16 of the Act, also be oalled in question on the ground: 

(a) that any corrupt practice has been committed by a returned oandidate or 
his election agent or by any other person with the consent of a returned candidate 
or his election agent ; or 

(b) that the result of the eleotion, is so far as it oonoerns a returned oandidate 
..has been materially .affected by any oorrupt practice committed in the interests of 
the returned candidate by a person other than that oandidate or bis eleotion agent 
or any other person with the consent of a returned candidate or bis eleotion aeent t 

Provided that if in the opinion of the Court, a returned oandidate has been guilty 
by an ageut, other than his eleotion agent, of any corrupt praotioe . but the Court 
Is satisfied : — ' 

(a) that no such corrupt praotioe was committed at the eleotion by the 

candidate or his election agent, and every such corrupt . practice wan 
committed oontrary to the orders, and without the oonsent, of thw 
candidate of his election agent ; « 

(b) that all such oorrupt practices were of a trivial and limited oharaoter 

.or took the form of customary hospitality which did not affect tbe- 
result of tbe election; 

(o) that the c.ndidate and bis election agent took all reasonable means fop 
preventing the commission of oorrupt practices at the eleotion ; and 

(d) that in all other respects the eleotion was free from any «<^tupt praotioe t % 
the part of the oandidate or any of his agents; 

then, the Court may decide that the election of the returned candidate is not void. 
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77. Communicat ion of order to tho administrator and transmission of the records 
•f the case.- The Court shall, after announcing the order made by it und >r section 
17 of the Act send a oopy of the order and records of the case to the Administrator.. 

78. Deposit of security — (1) The petitioner shall enclose with the petition a Govern- 
ment Treasury reoeipt showing that a deposit of two hundred and fifty rupees has 
been made by him in a Government Treasury in favour of the Secretary to the Adminis- 
trator in the appropriate department ah security for the costs of the petition. 

(2) No person shall be entitled to be joined as a respondent unless he has given 
such seonnty for costs as the Court may direct. 

79. Costs. —Costs, including plesder’s fee, shall be in the discretion of the Court and 
•hall be paid out of the security deposit provided for in rule 7a. 

' part v-corrupt practices and electoral offences 

Chapter 1 — Corrupt practices 

80. Corrupt practices. — The following shall be deemed to be corrupt practices for 
the purposes of these rules — 

(1 ^Bribery, that is to sty, any gift, offer or promise by a c*n lid ate of his agent 
or by any other person of any gratification to any person wh im soever with the object, 
direotly or indirectly, of induoing 

(1) a person to stand or not to- stand as, or to withdraw from being, a candidate 
or to retire from contest at an election; or 

(ii) an elector to vo.fce or refrain from voting at an election, . 
or as reward to — 

(a) a person f>r having so stood or not stood, or for having withdrawn his candi- 
dature, or for having retined from contest; or 

(b) an eleotor for having voted or refrained from voting. 

Explanation ,— For the purposes of this clause the term ‘gratification, is not 
xestrioted to pecuniary gratifications or gratifications estimable in money, and 
it it eludes all forme of entertainment and all forms of employment for reward. 

(2) Undue influence, that is to say, any direot or indirsot interference or attempt 
to interfere on the part of a oandidate or bis agent or of any other person with 
the tree exercise of any electoral light: 

Provided that — 

(i) without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of this oause any such 
person as is referred to therein who — 

(*) threatens any candidate or any eleotor or any person in whom * can- 
didate or any elector is interested, with injury of any kind including 
social ostraoism and excommunication or expulsion froth any caste or 
community; or 

(b) induces or attempts to induce a ‘candidate or an decor to believe that 
he, nr any person in wh »m he is interested, will become or will be 
rendered an obp-ot of divine displeasure or spiritual censure; 
shall be deemed to interfere with the free a exeroise ot toe electoral right of 
such oandidate or elctir within the meaning of thi. cause; 

Vii) a declaration ot public policy or a premise of pubiio action or the mere 
exercise of a legal ri^ht without intent to interfere witn an el«otoril 
right, shall not be deemed to be interference within the meaning of this 
olause. 
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(J) The systematic appeal by a candidate or hia agent or by any other person, 
to .vote or retrain from voting on grounds of oaste, race, oonomunity „ or religion* 
or ' the use of, or appeal to, religious symbol?, or the use of or appeal to ^national 
symbols, such as the national flag or the national emblem, tor the furtherance of 
the prospects of that candidate’s election. 

(4) 'l'he publication by a candidate or his agent or by any other person of any 
statement of jjfaet which is false, and whioh he either believes to be false at does 
not tralive to be true, in relation to the personal character or oonduot of any can* 
didate *or in relation to the candidature, or withdrawal, or retirement from contest,, 
of any candidate, being a stateme nt reasonably oaloulated to prejudice the prospects 
of that candidate’s election. 

(8) The hiring or procuring whether on payment or otherwise, of any vehicle 
or vessel by a candidate or his agent or by any other person, for the conveyance 
of any elector (Other than the candidate himself, the members of his 1 family or hia 
agent) to or from any polling station: 

provided tha t the hiring of a vehicle by an elector or by several eleetora at their 
joint costs for the purpose of oouv eying him or them to and. from any such polling 
station shall not be deemed to be a corrupt praotioe under thie clause if the vehicle 
or yc^Bel so hired is vehiole or vessel not propelled by mechanical power. 

Provided further that the use of any public transport vehiole or vessel or any 
tramcar or railway carriage by an eleotor at his own cost for the purpose of goiug 
to or coming from any such polling station shall not be deemed to be a oorrupt 
practice under this clause. 

Explanation. — In thfs clause the expression “vehiole” means any vehicle used 
or oapable of being used for the purpose of road transport, whether propelled by 
mtehdnical power or ‘otherwise and whether used for drawing other vebioles or other- 
wise. 

(6) The obtaining or procuring or abetting or attempting to obtain or procure by 
a candidate, or hie agent or, by any other person, any assistance' (other than the- 
giviag of vote) for the furtherance of the prospects of that candidate's election, from 
any person in the service of the Government and belonging to any jpf the following, 
classes, nepoely— 1 
,„(a) gazetted officers; 

(b) -stipends ry judges and magistrates; 

(o) members of the ,ariued forces of the Union; 

(d) members of the police forces; 

(e) excise officers; 

(fj^ revenue officers including village accountants, such as, patwaris, lekhpals,. 

talatis, karnams and the lik but exoludiug other village officers; and 
(g) such other class of persons in the service of the Government ’ as may be 
notified by the Administrator. 

Explanation.— (1) In this rule . the expression “agent” includes as election agent, 
a polling Agent and kny person who is held to have acted as an agent in connection 
with the consent of the candidate. 

(2) For puipoaes of the prospects of clause (f»», a person shall be deemed to assist 
ill jhe furtherance of the prospects of a candidate’s election if he acts as an eleotion 
agent or a polling agent or k oountmg agent of that candidate. 

- Ch APT E lK. 1 1— Eleotoeal oTVeNOBS 

81 Public meetings on election day — (1) No persona shall convene or hold or 
atfepd'afey public mehtiofc within any ji dling areaorthe date or dates on, which a polk 
is taken for an election in that polling area. 
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(2) Any person who contravenes the provisions of sub-rule (1) shall be punishable 
With fine which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

' 82. Disturbances at election meetings — (1) Any person who at a public meeting to 
whioh this rule applies, acts or incites others to act, in a disorderly manner for the pur- 
pose of preventing the transaction of the business for whioh the meeting was called, shall 
he punishable with fine whioh may extend to one hundred rupees. 

(2) This rule applies to any public meeting of a political character held in 
any constituency between the date of the issue of a notification calling upon the 
constituency to elect a member or members and the date on whioh such eleotion 
is held. 

(8) If any polioe officer reasonably suspeots any person of oommitting an offehoe 
.under sub-rule (1), he may, if requested so to do by the ohatrman t>f the meeting 
require that person to deolare to him immediately his name and* address and, if 
that person refuses or fails so to deolare his name and address,, or if the police 
officer reasonably suspects him of giving a false name or address, the police officer 
may arrest him without warrant. 

83. Maintenance of secrecy of voting.— (1) Every officer, clerk, agent or other 
person who performs any duty in oonneotion with the recording or counting of 
votes at an eleotion ahall ifaiutain, and aid in maintaining, the secrecy of the 
voting and shall not (except for some purpose authorised by or under any law) 
communicate to any person any information calculated to violate suoh seorecy.

No. N.S.S. 2 55 56 • — With a view to popularising investment in National Savings 
Certificate and National Plan Certificates and facilitating purchase of the certificates 
the Government of India have decided to extend the General Authorised Ageniy 
System, which is now in existence in some of the States in India, to the States 
who have agreed to its adoption. As the State Governments have a direct interest 
in the sale of the National Savings Certificates and National Plan Certificates, the 
Manipur Administration have also agreed to the adoption of the system and the 
Chief Commissioner of Manipur is accordingly pleasod to direct that the Scheme shall 
oeme into force in this territory with immediate effect. 

2. The Genera) Authorised Agency 8ystem is intended primarily for the urban 
areas, though there is no bar to individuals hailing from and institutions working 
in rural areas taking up the agency. The salient features ot the system are : — 

(1) Scope of the Agency. — The Agency will be confined to the sale of 12-year 
National Savings Certificates and 10-year National Plan Certificates. Authorised 
Agents will riot effect sale of 7-year Certificates or handle transactions per- 
taining to any other Small Savings Scheme investment. 

(2) Eligibility for appointment as Agents. — Individuals, Registered Co-operative 
Societies and Commercial Banks, will be eligible for appointment as Authorised 
Agents. 

Individuals for appointment should be persons of good social standing and suffi- 
ciently educated to transact agency business. Representatives of looal bodies, influen- 
tial workers of Trade and Labour Unions, School Teachers and persons with expe- 
rience of insurance business, if otherwise suitable may also take up the agency. 
Co-operative Societies which are duly registered may he appointed as Agents only 
when recommended by the Registrar, Co-operative Societies, Manipur. 

Only those Commercial Banks, which are included in the Second Schedule to the 
Reserve Bank of India Act, will be eligible for appointment. 

(3) Appointment of Agents. — An inviriual desirous of being appointed as an Autho- 
rised Agent will apply to the Appointing Authority in the prescribed form 
obtainable from tbe Appointing Authority. A Co-operative Society or a Scheduled 
Bank will apply by a letter. Officers who are authorised to act as Appoin- 
ting Authorities for appointment of Authorised Agents are given in paragraph (9). 

(4) Security The individual Agents are required to put up two acceptable 
sureties each guaranteeing to the extent of Rs. 2,000/- or to provide seonrity 
in the Bhape of National Savings Certificates and/or Treasury Savings De- 
posit Certificates of aggregate issue price of Rs. 2,000/-. In the case of 
Co-operative Societies and Scheduled Banks no security or surety is required. 

(B) Agreement: — An Authorised Agent will be required to sign an agreement 
and such other documents as the Government may prescribe. No stttfrtp duty 
are required on such documents. 

(6) C ommissi on Commission will be paid to the Authorised Agents at an 
uniform rate of lf% on sale of all denominations of 12-year National Savings 
Certificates and 10-year National Plan Certificates provided the sale does not 
represent investment of Provident Fund money. No commission is payable in 
respect of certificates purchased out ef Provident Fund money. Commission 
can be claimed by the Agents by presenting wholly or partially used up 
Receipt Books. The Agents will not claim commission oftener than once in 
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a calender month. On the other hand the commission must be claimed within 
four months from the date of rceeipt of money for investment. The claims 
of commission will be submitted by the Agents to the Paying Authority as 
indicated in paragraph 9. 

(7) Area of work The area of work of an Agent will be a town, or a taluka, 
or at the most, a District. In the case of a scheduled bank appointed 
Agent, each branch/office through which the A geney is worked, will have a 
separate town/taluka/district as its area of operation. Except in the case of 
branches/offices of scheduled banks, each of whiob can be attached to only 
one Post Office, the Agent may be attached for transaction of 12-year 
National Saving!-. Certificates and 10-year National Plan Certificates business 
to not more than 3 Post Offices, which must, however, all be within the 
area of his/its operation. For an Agent attached to more than one Post Office, 
a separate Certificate of Authority in respect of each Post Office, will be 
issued. 

(8) The limit for transactions: — All transactions must be handled and comple- 
ted expeditiously. Maximum time allowed to the Agent is : — 

(i) For deposit of money in Post Office— 10 days from the date of receipt 
of money from the purchaser. 

(ii) For delivery of certificate to the Investor — thirty days from the date of 
receipt of money. 

(9) Authorities — 

(a) Appoin ting Authority:— Will be tho Authority competent to approve 
appointment of Agent, to issue ‘Certificate of Authority’ in favour of the Agent 
and to execute the agreement on behalf of the President of India. In the case 
of Scheduled Banks, the National Savings Commissioner, Simla will be the 
Appointing Authority. In the case of other agents, the Deputy Commissioner, 
Manipur, will be the Appointing Authority in the whole State. 

(b) Iss uin g Authority: — Will he the Authority competent to stock receipt 
books for issue to the Authorised Agents. 

(c) Checking Authority: — Will be the Authority competent to check receipt 
books of the Authorised Agents and to see that the transactions are in order. 

(d) Paying Authority: — Will be the Authority competent to pass commission 
bills of Agents for payment. 

The functions of the Issuing, Checking and the Paying Authorities will be 
entrusted to the Treasury Officer, Imphal. 

“Instructions relating to the General Authorised Agency System, for 
intensification of the Small Savings Scheme as has been introduced under 
the Notification reproduced above'.' 

General: — The Government of India have appointed staff to assist the activisation 
of the Small Savings Scheme— General Authorised Agency System. But it is essen- 
tial that the Deputy Commissioner, Manipur and Sub-Divisional Officers should at 
the out-set devote attention to the preliminary organisation that is to say to take 
steps to appoint adequate number of Authorised Agents. On corn pletion of the prelimi- 
nary work the Agency System will run in Manipur District and in Sub-Divisions under 
supervision of the Deputy Commissioner, Manipur. 
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(2) Appointment of Authorised Agents: — Thu Deputy Commissioner, Manipur, is 
authorised to iippoint agents, lu appointing toe Authorised Agents the appointing 
authority w i » 1 consider ri commendations of the Regional National Savings Officer, V^siin. 
Detailed instructions for gird nice of the App anting \uthority app ar in Appendix l. 

( ») Issuing, Checking and Paying Authorities: — i'Jic Treasury Officer, lrnphal, is 
authorised to act as the Issuing, Checking and Paying Authorities and will hold 
stock of Receipt Books, issue them to the Agents, carry out simple checks of such 
books (instructions for wuich are printed on each Receipt B >ok), and piy commis- 
sion to the Agents. 

The Receipt Book to be used by the Authorised Agents are so devised that the 
accounting is automatic and no separate accounts need be kept. Detailed instruc- 
tions for guidance of the Issuing, Checking and Paying Authorities appear in Appen- 
dix II and 111. 

(1) Publicity: — Necessary publicity etc. will be provid'd by the Regional Na- 
tional Savings Officer and his staff. But the Publicity Officer, Manipur wdl take up 
the task of ulilDiig the publicity materials thit rn iv R-* supplied by the Regional 
National Savings Officer from time to time for helping the activisaliou of the Small 
Savings Schemes.

7. The Issuing and Checking Authority will send within the first week of every 
month a copy of Form A ( see paragraph 5 ) and a return of unused and partially 
used hook ( see paragraph 6 ) to the Accountant General and the Regional National 
Savings Officer, Assam, Shillong in respect of the preceding month. 

8 In the event of loss of “ Receipt Book ” the Agent will immediately inform 
the Issuing Authority about the loss.

PAYMENT OF COMMISSION TO AGENTS— DUTIES OF TREASURY OFFICER. 

In addition to his duties as Issuing and Checking Authority the Treasury Officer, 
will pay the conmii-sion duo to Authorised Agents as under — 

(1) Having checked in the agent's Receipt Books the counterfoils of Receipt 
Form on which payment is claimed and ascertained therefrom— 

(a) that the post office has duly completed the reverse of each counterfoil,

The Paying Authority before passing a claim for commission, will also see that 
the value for which the receipt forms and counterfoils in Receipt Books are printed 
have not been altered by the Agent ; the amounts collected by the Agent were 
deposited in the post office ( or offices ) within the prescribed period of 10 days ; 
the certificates were delivered to investors within 30 days of receipts of money ; 
the commission is being claimed by the Agent within 4 months of date of receipt 
of money ; and the sale does not represent investment of Provident Fund money. 

The Paying Authorities will pay the Agent commission at the uniform rate 1 \/f t 
on sale of all denominations of lti-years National Savings Certificates and 10 year 
Plan Certificates. If the reverse of the counterfoils of the original receipts of the 
Agent’s Receipt Book are not in order, payment should be lefused and the book 
sent to the Deputy Commissioner, Manipur, for enquiry, partieularly if there be 
grounds for suspicion (hat tlie National Savings Certificates and National Plan 
Certificates have not been duly purchased and delivered to the Agent’s client. 

2. (a) An Agent may present ( not oltener that once in a calendar month ) 

the partially used book or books for payment of commission due. In such eases 
the used counterfoils w ill be checked and commission due thereon paid. A separate 
manuscript receipt will be taken from the agent as follows :

(b) If the agent’s book when presented has been fully used any commission 
due will be paid and the receipt takeu on the last counterfoil of the book in the 
space provided therefor. If commission has already b<en paid on some of the 
counterfoils vide (a) above, the receipt form in the book will be modified to show 
the serial No. of the coupon on which the remaining commission due is paid. In 
every case of presentation of a fully used book the agent will be given the receipt for the 
book, which is printed at the last page and the book will be retained in the Treasury for 
such period as may be directed hereafter by Government and the page constituting 
the “ Cheok ” will be completed. 
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(3) As regards accounting arrangements for the payment of commission at 
Treasury the Tteasury t'fficer will send a monthly schedule to Accounts Officer 
showing the total value of certificates sold in the month on each receipt book 
handled in that month by Authorised Agents, and the total amount of commission 
paid in respect thereof duly supported by the acquittances and the foils of the 
Receipt Book, which would be treated as Sub-Vouchers.

INSTRUCTION ON GENERAL AUTHORISED AGENCY sYSTE \t TO THE 
SALE OF 10- YEAR NATIONAL PLAN CERTIFICATES : 

General : — The General Authorised Agency S\ stein under which 1 2-year Nalional 
Savigs Certificates are to he sold through authorised agents on commission basis is also 
extended on the same term and conmtions to the sale of National Clan Certitiea'es. 
The following procedure will be adopted to cover the agency for the sale of lo-vcir 
National Plan Certificates : — 

1. Application — No separate form of application is being prescribed. The Sup- 
plementary Agreement to be executed by Authorised Agent i Id and new, would 
provide sufficient evidence of their desire to take up sales of 10-year National Plan 
Certificates on commission. 

2. Supplementary Agreement ; — Two types of Supplementary Agreements, one 
providing for Personal Security aud the other for Security Deposit have been in- 
troduced. Necessary forms for this Agreement wid he supplied to the Appointing 
Authority by the Regional National Savings Officer, Assam. Shillong. Ia the case 
of existing agents who have put up sureties, the same suieties will sign the 
Supplementary Agreement. In the case of new agents, the main Agreement 
and the Supplementary Agreement will be signed by the same parties ; there is uo 
objection to the two Agreements bearing the same date. As the main Agreement 
is required to be executed in duplicate the Supplementary Agreement will also be 
executed in duplicate and the same procedure &3 in the case of the main Agree- 
ment will be followed in the case of Supplementary Agreement also. 
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3. Certificate of Authority— A separate Certificate of Authority for the sale of 
10-year National Plan Certificates has been introduced, blank forms of which will 
be supplied to the Appointing Authority by the Regional National Savings Officer, Assam, 
Shillong. Each person or institution desirous of taking up an agency for these 
certificates will be issued with this Certificate of Authority. Tut; Appointing Autho- 
rity will obtain from existing as well as prospective Agents four specimens of 
signature— three for being pasted on the three foil* of t> e Certificate of Authority 
form and the fourth for retention on its record. In the case of Scheduled Bank 
Agents the four specimens of signature will be forwarded along with the agreement, 
to the National Savings Coiumissoner, India, Railway Board Building, Simla-3 who 
is the Appointing Authority in their case. In the case of an authorised agent re- 
siding at a place where the Office of the Appointing Authority is located the Agent’s 
signature can be takeu in the relative cases on the three portions of the Cei tificate 
of Authority. The need for obtaining specimens of signature separately nil! not 
arise in their case. 


4. Hrccipt books— (a) It has been decided to allow' the agents to use the Receipt 
Books supplied to them for the sale of 12-year National Savings Certificates for 
the sale of 10 year National Plan Certificates also. According to clause (1) of the 
supplementary agreement, the agent has, however, been authorised, in so far as the 
agency work in respect of the l<)-year National Plan Certificate is concerned, to 
alter to a lower amount the printed amounts in receipt terms of Rs. 60/-, Us. 100/- 
and Rs. 1,000/- denominations for the purpose of issuing receipts in respect of 
amounts received for the purchase of 10-year National Plan Certificates The intention 
is that an Authorised Agent should use a receipt form of the next higher 
denomination in his possession. Thus, if an Agent receives Us. 26/- f L r the 
purchase of National Plan Certificate, he will use a Receipt form Rs. 60/- denomina- 
tion (if such a form has been issued to him) or of lis. 1 (Ml/- denomination, after 
altering the printed amount (in words and figures) to Rs. 26/-. Similarly, if an 
Agent receives Rs. 60/- he will issue one receipt for like amount from Rs. o0j- 
denomination Receipt Book. If a receipt book of this denomination has not been 
supplied to him, he wdll use a receipt form from the next higher denomination, viz., 
Rs. 100/- after alleri ng the printed amount to Rs. 60 -. An Agent receiving, say, 
Rs. 326/- for investment in National Plan Certificates will issue one receipt from a 
Rs. 1,000/- denommatin. Receipt Book after altering the printed figure of Rs. 1000- 
denomination Receipt Books after alterning the printed figure of Rs. 1,000,- to Rs. 325/-. 
Athoriscd Agents who are not issue 1 with Receipt, Book of Rs. 1,000/- denomination 
will however, issue three receipts of Rs. P'0 ( - each and one Rs. 25 -. 

(b) The Authorised Agents w'ill carry out the following alternations in the 
receipt forms (in all the portions) before issuing a receipt to tlm investors : — 

(i) The printed amounts (both in figures and words) will be altered to the 
actual amount received — vide illustrations undir (a) above. 

(iil The words ‘12-year National Savings Certificates’ wherever they occur 
in all the tlnee portions of the receipt (obverse) and on the reverse, will 
bo altered to read — ‘1 0-year National Plan Certifidtes’. 

The alteration mentioned in (i) and (li) above should be authenticated by Lhe 
signature of the Agent. 

(iii) In the Notice to the Investor on the reverse of the receipt, the word 
‘Saving’ whenever it occurs, will be replaced by ‘Plan'. 't he words ‘a 
fortnight at the most’ appearing in parentheses will be altered to read 
‘six weeks at the most’.

MANIPUR TRADE UNION REGULATIONS, 1950. 

. 1, (i) These regulations any be called the M mipur T.ade Uuion Regulations, 1956.* 

(ii) These t emulations apply to trade unions whose Ire id offices are situated 
in the State o'f Manipur. 

2. In the e regulations — 

(a) “the Act” means the Indian Trade Unions Act, 1926. 

(b) ’’Form” means a foim appended to these regulations: and 

(c) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

3. Evxrv app! cation . for registiation of a tr.de union shall be made in Form A. 

'4. When the Registrar oalls for furt'Ier information from a trade union under 
sub-section (1) of Section 7, the Secretary of such union shall, if the Registrar 
so requires, supply such information by allowing the Registrar or any person deputed 
by him in this behalf to inspect any document, register or other paper of the 
union. 

5. The register of trade unions referred to in section 8 shall be nnintained in 
Form R. 

fl. The certificate of registration is,ujd by the Registrar under Section 9 shall 
be in Form 0. 

7: ,:(j) Every notice of change of addrosfi of the "Read Office, or change of name, 
or Atnalgaimation dr dissolution, of a trade union, shall bo given in Form D f Form 
,f) j, Form D 2, or Form D 3. 
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(ii) Th« re.istrar on receiving any such notion may take such steps ho 
thinks fit to verify the • factd state 1 therein and to satisfy himself that the notice 
is genuine, and in i>y if he is not so satisfied refine to give effjot to the notice. 

(iii) When the Registrar registers a change of name under sub*sao'ion (3) of 
- section 25 of the Act, he shall certify under his signature at tl.e foot of the 

certificate issued under regulation 6 that -the new name has been registered. The 
Secretary ah all present the certificate to the Registrar for making this entry. 

' 8. Cancellation of registration : — The application of a trade union for the with* 
drawal or cancellation of a certificate of registration shall be- in Form E. The 
application shall be verified and duly signed by the President or Secretary or any 
seven members of the Trade Union. 

9. The Registrar on receiving an application for the cancellation of Registration 
shall, before granting the application, satisfy himself that the withdrawal or can- 
cellation of registration was approved by a general, meeting of the Trade Union, or, 
if it was not so approved that it has the approval of the majority of the members 
of the trade union. For this purpose he may call for suoh further particulars as 
be may deem necessary and may examine any officer or member of the union, or 
take such other steps as he may consider necessary. 

10. The Registrar may call upon a trade union to supply any information of 
to produce any documents or rigistors, and may inspect or caus* to be inspected 
the office of the trade union for the purpose of boing satisfied that no action tinder 
clause (b) of section 10 is called for against the union. He may take these steps 
periodically or as and when he may deem necessary. 

11. The registrar shall when he proposes to withdraw or cancel the certificate 
of registration of a trade union under clause (b) of section 10 of the Act cause a 
notice in Form (F) to be served on the trade union through its Secretary, in per- 
son or by registered post with a form for acknowledgement. 

12. The withdrawal or cancellation of a certificate shall be in Form G. 

13. The fee payable for the registration of a trade union shall be R». 5/-. 

14. AU alteration of the rules of a trade union may bo either : — 

(a) partial alteration, consisting of the addition of a new rule or part of 
a rule or rules to the existing rules or of the su.w U \ i >a of a new 
rule or part of the rule or rules for any of the existing rules, or of ft 
rescission of any of the existing rules or auy,p*rt r.hi-iot' without any 
substitution or of more th m one or all of those modes; 

Or. (b) , a complete alteration consisting of the substitution of , an. entire set 
of rules for the existing set of rules. 

15. (a) Every notice of a complete or par ,ial alteration of the rules or a trade 

union shall be given in Form H or Form HI as the case may be. 

(b) In the caHi-i of a complete alteration of rules, Schedule II of Form A 

must be 0'!eK4">.s, /inly filled irtsh.wing the pnvision made in the 
altered ruled for the matters de ad -d in section f\ ofsdhe Act. 

(c) The Register o i •eeciving any -uch no:ioe mav take such steps as he 
’ thinks fit to \erify the facts stated therein and to satisfy "himself that 

the notice i* gmuine, and may if he is not so satisfied refuse to give 
effect to the notice. ‘

be in Form I.

19. Where it is necessary for the Registrar, under section 27 (2) to distribute 
the funds of a trade union which has been dissolved, he shall divide the funds 
among the members on the books of tho trade union at the time of dissolution 
in proportion to the amounts contributed by such members by way of subscription 
•during their membership. . 

20. The annual return to be furnished uuder seotion 28 shall be submitted 
to the Registrar by the 30th Day of June, in each year and shdl be in Form J. 

21. (1) Save as provided in sub-clauses (2), (3\ (4), and (6) of this regulation, 

the annual audit of the accounts of any registered trade union shalf be conducted 
by an auditor authorised to audit the acc unfs of companies under .section 2 26 of 
the Indian Companies Aot, 1956 ^1 of 1956) * 

(2) Where the membership of a trade union did not at any time during 
the financial year exceed 2,500 the annual audit of the accounts may be conducted : — 

(a) by an examiner of local fund accounts. 

(b) by any local fund auditor appointed by the Piovincial Government, or 

(c) by any person, who having held an appointment under Govt, in anv 

audit or aocouots department, is in receipt of a pension of not lesa 
than Rs. 200 per mensem. 

(3) Where the membership of a trade union did not at any time during 
the financial year exceed 750 the annual audit of the accounts may be conducted : - 

' (a) by any two persons holding office as magistrates or judges or as membra 
of any municipal council, district board, or legislative body, or 

(b) by any person, who having held an appointment under Government in 
any audit or accounts department, is in receipt of a"pensim from Gov**- 
ment of not less than Rs. 7o a month, or 

(c) by any auditor appointed to *c jnduct the audit of any co-operUive 

societies by. the Provincial Government or by the Registrar of Co-ope- 

rative Societies or by any provincial co-operative organisation by Govern- 
ment for this purpose.

23. The auditor or auditors, appoinled in acooidanoe with the regulations shall 

be given acce*s to all the books of t'.e trade union and shall verify the annual*

the audilor’s declaration flppei ded to FoimH, indicating separately on that form 

under his signature or thsir signatures a statement showing in what tespnoi he or they find 

the return to be inoorreot unvouched or not in accordance with the Act. The particulars 

given in this statement shall indicate— 

(a) every payment which appens to be unauthorised by the rules of the 
trade union, or contrary to the provisions of the Act, 

(V>) the amount of any deficiency or lose which appears to have been incurred, 
by tie negligenoe or misconduct of any person, 

(c) the amount of any sum which ought to have been hut is not brought 
to* account by • auy person. 

24. The audit of^ the political fund of a registered trade union shall be carried 
out along with the audit of the general account of the trade union and by the 
game auditor, or auditors. 

25. (1) The register of trade unions maintained in accordance with regulation 4 
shall be open to inspection by any person on payment, of a fee of annas eight. 

(2) Any documents in the posressiop of the Registrar received from a regis- 
tered trade union may be inspected by any member of that union on paymtnt 
of a fee of annas eight for each document inspected. 

(3) Documents shall be open to inspection every day on which the office 
of the Registrar is open and within such hours ns may bo fixed for this purpose 
by the Registrar. 

( 4 ) The Registrar may supply a certified oopy of any such document to a 
registered trade union, or a member thereof on payment of anuas twelve for 
the first two hundred words (or less) and annas six for every additional hundrtd 
words or fractional part thereof.

Subject MULTI-UNIT COOPERATIVE SOCIETIES ACT, 1942 AMENDMENT OF. 

I am directed to say that the Government of India has' under consideration the- 
proposal for amending the Multi-Unit Co-operative Societies Act, 1942, so as to make 
it applioable to the whole of Indian Union. 

2. The Multi-Unit Co-operative Societies Act is an Act to provide for the in- 
corporation, regulation and winding up of Co-operative Societies with objeots not 
confined to one State. At the time of the passing of the Act there were a few 
societies registered in particular states whioh has extended their activities to other 
States also. * These societies had to he validated and future societies with similar 
activities had also to be given recognition under Law. The Multi- Unit-Aot was, 
therefore, passed in order to cover such societies. The Act does not provide for 
xegistration of such societies, hut has made the provision that a society registered 
in a State under the Law relating to Co-operative Societies inforoe in that State 

shall be deemed to be so. registered in any other State to which its objeots ex- 

tend (Vide section 8(1) of the Act). This CKuae covered the needs of all India 
Societies a nd separate registration under the Multi-Unit Aot is not, therefore, pro- 
vided for. 

6. The Multi-Unit Act as it stood then did not' extend to Part ‘B’ and all the 
Part ‘C’ States as Clause 1(2) of the Aot restricted its application to what was 
British India. 

4. Co-operative Societies with objects extending over more than one State are 
now being formed in t’art ‘B’ and Part ‘O’ States, like Saties of the Posts and 

Telegraph Railway workers, National Co-operative Union of Railway Workers,. etc. eto. It, 

therefore, became necessary to amend this Clause so as 'to make the Act applicable 
to those States as well. 

6. Parliamentary legislation, rotatable, to entry 44 of the Union list in this behalf 
has already been undertaken and Clause 1 (2) of the Act has been amended to read 
as follows : — 

"It extends to the whole of India exempt the State of Jammu & Kashmir*. 
The State of Jammu and Kashmir has to ba excluded because entry 44 of the 
Union list is not included in the Constitution (Application to Jammu and Kashmir)' 
order, 1964. 

6. The above amendment • has been published as the “Mnlti-Unit Co-operative

At recent years a number of new medioal Colleges have been opened, including 
• Jew by private and non-official agencies. For the general information of person* 
seeking admission to medical colleges, ^he position in respect of recognition of degree* 
by the Government of India is as follows : — 

A medical college is a very expensive proposition. It has to fulfil certain stan- 
dards prescribed by the Medioal Council of India. For this purpose the college must 
b* adequately equipped with and must have an adequate laboratory, research and hos- 
pital facilities and last, but by no means least, employ fully qualified teaohing Staff. 
Students studying in til-equipped colleges with unqualified staff do not obtain the 
necessary experience and traiuing required for a medical graduate. 

It is not enough that a medical college is approved by a university foT instruction 
in a medical scienco. The degrees obt lined by instruction a medioal institution 
bave to be recognised by the Government of India and included in the first Sche- 
dule to the Inditn Medical Council Act, 1933, so that students passing out of such 
colleges will be entitled for registration and inclusion in the Indian Medioal Register. 

The Medical Council of India sends inspectors and Visitors to examine whether 
the instruction, training and examination provided in medioal institutions are up to 
the required standard The Council thereafter makes recommendation to the Govern- 
ment of India who after examining these recommendations decide the question of 
recognition of degrees of pupils passing out of various medical colleges. 

Op a number of occasions it has been found that, even in medioal colleges star- 
ted by Government due to non-availability (i or non-provision of proper equipment, 
hospital facilities etc., the first one or two batches of students passing Out of sweh- 
eolleges are below standard and before the degrees of such students are reoognlMdf 
they have been made to complete toeir training by additional clinical experience, 
additional classed etc. 

Pri vate organisations and individuals who want to open medical" colleges should 1 
therefore eotpmlt the Government, of India in the matter and find out details of hos- 
pital, xesearofi and laboratory facilities, equipment, accommodation, efc., required naff 
*cf the essential qualifications which the teaching staff should posses, sc that the medical 
ecHegee started by them will at bust j. assess minimum standards. Finally, they shoafd 
ensure the availability of sufficient funds before venturing on Such projects. 

Tbs students seeking admission to private meaical institutions are advi<.ed in their 
own interest that before they think of ^catering such medioal colleges, they should 
fad out whether a college newly stai ted has been approved by a University and 
Whethet the Government of India will reoognise the degrees of students passing 
Cut iff such colleges.

With the coming into force of the Drugs ( Amendment ) Act, 1956, labels of 
patent and proprietary medicines should display in the prescribed form aud iu a 
manner readily intelligible to the medical profession', the true formula and the list 
of ingredients contained in them. The Central Drugs Laboratory has accordingly 
stopped the registration of patent and proprietary me&ioiues with undisclosed for- 
mulae. Registration certificates in respect of patent and proprietary medicines with 
undisclosed formulae issued by the Central Drugs Laboratory prior to the coming 
into 1 force of the Drugs (Amendment) Act, 1955, have now become inoperative. 
Manufacturers and importers are v aclsised that the labels of patent aud proprietary 
•medicines should be changed to comply with the provisions of the Drugs Act, 1040, 
as* amended by the Drugs (Amendment) Aot, 1056. A .time-lag upto the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1956 has been allowed for the purpose whereafter the provisions of the* Drugs 
_Aot 1940, as indicated above, will be strictly enfoioed.

Under Section 6(l)(a) of the Indian Citizenship Act , 1956 displaced persons from 
Pakistan, who have been staying here for more than 6 months and desire to i&$» 
permanent residence in India, oan apply to the Deputy Commissioner for ludfcA , 
Citizenship. For ibis purpose they will have to apply in prescribed forms' to be 
registered ns Indian Citizens and if found eligible certificates of Indian Citizenship 
will be issued to them. They will thereby acquire the rights of Indian Citizens and 
they will also be eligible to be enrolled as voters for the ooming general election. 
Time for registration for the purpose of inclusion in electoral rolls has been- extended 
only upto 1st December, 1956 but registration of displaced persons as Indian Citizens 
under the Indian Citizenship Act may be undertaken even after that date although 
they 'cannot be included in the electoral rolls after that date. It may however 
be stated that apart from inclusion of names in the electoral* rolls, the issue of 
registration certifioifees does not oonfer any right for claiming from the State Govt, 
any rehabilitation benefits to which they would not have been otherwise entitled 
under the existing rules.

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(h) “registered producer* means a producer ‘who is registered as such by 

the Controller.

(i) * “stockholder” means a person holding stocks of iron or steel for salp 

who is registered as a stockholder by thu Controller. 

(}) ‘'scrap” me ms %ll iron or sieel material which is commonly known as 
scrap and includes defective iron or steel malm ini whether it is suitable- 
only for re- rolling or re-melling or cau be used for o tin r purposes. 

Explanation : — A certificate signed by the Controller or - any officer authorised by 
him in this behalf shall be conclusive proof that the material in respect of which 
the certificate is issued is “Scrap” for the purpose of this Order. 

(Is) “scrap merchant” means a person otto r than a producer (including a 
Registered Produoer), who carries on the business of acquiring, sorting 
and classifying scrap £ r disposal. 

PART II— IRON & STBEfi PRIME QUALITY. 

3. (1) Application of this Part: — The provisions of this P.art shall apply to 
all iron and steel of the categories specified in the schedule to this. Order. 

Provided that the Provisions of this I’art shall not apply to any ftbiieated iron

Controller or uuder the auluotiiy of and in accordance with the conditions contained or 
Incorporated in a gauei al or special wntten older of the Controller. 

• 5. Disposal. — No person, who acquires iron or steel under Chuse 4, or no 

produoer shall dispose of or a^reo -to dispose of or export or agree to export from 
any pluoe to which this Order exten is any iron or sieel, except in accordance 
with the conditions contained or incorporated in a special or general written order 
.©f the Controller. 

6. Carriers, warehouseman and servants: — For the purposes of olaunes 4 and 

5 any acquisition by or disposal to aoirrier or warehouseman Or servant noting in 
the ordinary course of business or employment as such of any iron and steel sball 
he deemed to be only an acquisition by or disposal to the person on whose behalf 
or to whose order the carrier, warehouseman or servant so acquired that steel and 
any acquisition from or disposal by a carrier or warehouseman or servant acting as 
aforesaid of any iron or. steel shall be deemed to be only an acquisition from or 
'disposal by the person oi whose behalf or to whose order the oirrier, warehouse- 
man or servant so disposes of that steel. 

7. Use of Iron and Steel to conform to conditions governing acquisition: — 

A person acquiring iron #r steel in accordance with the previsions of clause 4 shall 
not use the iron or steel otherwise than in accordance with any conditions, con- 
tained or incorporated in the document which was the authority for the acquisition. 
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Provided that notwithstanding provisions of this Part or the conditions governing 
the acquisition of any categories of iron or steel, the controller may, by a written 

order, require any person holding stooks of iron or steel either to release by way of 

loan or sell the whole or any part of the stock to such person or class of persons on 

•ucb terms and conditions us n^ay be specified in the order. 

In the exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso, the Controller may 
have regard to the following matters, namely : — 

(a) the requirements of the persons holding such stocks ; 

(h) the requirements of the persons needing such stocks ; 

(c) transport facilities available ; and 

(d) any other faotor including a strike or look-out affecting production 
or fabrication. 

8. Surrender of revoked authorities Whet e any quota cei tifioato, permit or 
written order , referred to in clause 4 or 6 is revoked by the authority which issued 
it, the person to whom it was issued shall forthwith return it to the authority which 
issued it. 

9. Surrender of authorities at the time of acquisition A person disposing of iron 
or steel in accordance with the provisions of clause 5 shall obtain from the person 
acquiiing the steel the document which is the authority for the disp sal and acqui- 
sition and shall preserve it, and when so require! shall deliver it to the Controller 
or to such person as the Controller may direct. 

10. Power to direct sale : — The Controller may, by a written order, require any 
person holding stock of iron and steel, acquired by him otherwise than in accor- 
dance with the* provisions of clause 4, to sell the whole qr any part of the stock 
to such person or class of persons and on such terms and conditions as may be 
specified in the Order. 

11. Power to prohibit Removal The Controller may order any producer (includ- 
ing a registered producer), any stockL older (in duding a controlled stockholder) or any 
other ^person not to remove or permit the removal of any iron or steel, whether ' 
sold or unsold, from Ids stockyard or from any other part of his premises to any 
place outside the precincts of such stockyard or premises, except with the written 
permission of the Controller.

12. Power to require keeping of accounts and to obtain information : — 

(1) Every Producer and every stockholder and other person holding stocks 

of irou or sieol shall keep such books, account's and 'records relating to the busi- 
ness carried on l>y him as the Controller may require, * 

(2) Every producer or stockholder or person holding stock of iron or steel 
and every person employed in conneotiou with the business of a producer or stock- 
holder or person holding stocks of iion or steel, shall on being requested so to 
do, either by notice served on him or special or general direction issued by the 
Controller : — 

(a) produce to such, person such stooks of iron or steel and such accounts 
and other documents and within such period as may bo specified in the 
notice or direction ; 

(b) furnish to the Controller such estimates, returns and other information 
relating to the business and witbin suoh period as may be specified in 
the notice or direotion. 
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13. The Controller may, where he is satisfied that such aotion is neoessary in 
order to oo-ordinate the production of iron or steel with the demands for iron or 
eteel which have arisen or are likely to arise under authorisations to acquire duly 
issued under this part - 

(a) prohibit, with effect from suoh date as he may specify, the manufacture 
by any producer of iron or steel of a»y of the categories specified in 
the Schedule to this Order, otherwise than in accordance with any goueral 
or special direotionB issued by the Controller ; 

(b) require, with effect from such date and with referenoe to such periods 
as the Controller may specify, any producer to obtain approval to his 
programme of manufacture of iron or steel of any of the categories 
specified in the Schedule to this Order ; 

(c) require, with effect from such date as the Controller may specify, any 
Producer to manufacture irou or steel of such categories as he is oapable 
of manufacturing in accoi dance either with Programmes of production

14. (1) The Controller may by order in writing direct any stockholder or other 
person holding stocks of iron or steel to maintain a list of the godowns and stock- 
yards with the boundaries thereof, where iron or steel belonging to him is stocked, 
and to exhibit such list on his business premises.

15. Power to fix prices T— (I) The Controller may from time to time by noti- 
fication in the Gazette of India fix the maximum prioe-t at which any iron or 
steel may be. sold (a) by a producer, (b)*by a stockholder including a controlled stockholder 
end (c) by any other person or olass of persons. "Snoh prioe or prices may differ for 
iron and steel obtainable from different sources and may include allowances for contribution 
to and payment from any Equalisation Fund established by the Controller for equa- 
lising freights the concession rates payable to each producer or class of producers 
under agreements entered into hy the Controller with the producers from time to 
time, and any other disadvantages. The Controller may alsq, by a general or special 
order in writing, require any person or class of persons enumerated above to pay 
such amount on account of allowances for contribution to any Equalisation Fund, 
Within such period and in such manner as the Controller may direct in this behalC 

(2) For the purpose of applying the prices notified under sub clause (l) the 
Controller may himself classify any iron and steel and may, if no appropriate 
prioe has been so notified, fix such prioe as he considers appropriate ; 

Provided that where any stooks are required by a special order of the Controller 
to be moved from one place to another or are to be sold at a place which is 
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not connected with any railhead, the Controller may direct that the maximum 
prices fixed under sub-clause (1) or (2) shall not apply to such stocks and may, 
in tespeot of such stocks, specify the maximum prioes at which the iron or steel 
anay be sold. 

• W No producer or stockholder or other, person shall soil or offer to sell, and 

no person shall acquire, any iron or steel at a price exceeding the maximum 

prices fixed under sub-clause (1) or (2). 

16. Power to control the creation of new productive capacity No persona 

i 

-shall, except under tbe authority of, and in accordance with the conditions specified 
in, general or special order of the Controller : — 

(a) erect, re-erect, construct or extend any buildings or works intended for 
the production of iron or steel ; 

(b) insbal any plant or equipment, including any machine tools for the' pro- 
duction of iron or steel. 

17. Power of Central Government to give directions : — The Central Govern- 
ment may give directions as to the procedure to be followed by the authorities issuing 
quota certificates, permits or written orders, referred to in Clauses 4 and 6, as to 
the maintenance by the Controller of records in connection with the distribution of 
iron or steel and generally for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of 
this part. 

PART 111-DEFECTIVES & SCRAP. 

18. Acquisition of Scrap, — No producer shall acquire or agree to acquire 
any scrap except under the authority of and in accordance with the conditions 
contained or incorporated in a written Order of the Controller, and no person or 
authority other than a -producer shall acquire or agree to acquire any scrap from 
aeon trolled source save under the authority of and in accordance with the conditions 
•contained or incorporated in a written order of the Controller. 

19. . Um of Scrap to conform to conditions governing acquisition A person 
acquiring scrap in accordance with the provisions of Clause 18 shall not use it 
otherwise than in accordance with any conditions contained or i t the document 
•which was the authority for the acquisition. 

20. Disposal of Scrap: — No person or authority having the management of 

a controlled source shall sell or otherwise dispose of any sorap save under the autho- 
rity of and in accordance with the conditions contained or incorporated in a written 

order of the Controller. 

21. Carriers, warehousemen and servants : — ' For the purpose of clauses 18 

and 20 any acquisition by or disposal to a carrier, warehouseman or servant acting 
in the ordinary course of his business tr employment hs such of any scrap 

shall be deemed to bo only an acquisition by or disposal to the person 

on whose behalf or tiwhous order the cirrier, warehouseman o- servant so acquires 
that scrap ; and any acquisition from or disposal by a carrier, warehouseman 
or servant acting as aforesaid of any scrap shall bo deemed to be only an acquisi- 
tion from or disposal by the person on whose behalf or to whose order the carrier, 
warehouseman or servant so disposes of that scrap. 

22. Power to direct sale The Controller may, by a written order, require 
any person holding stock of scrap, acquired by him otherwise than in aooordance 
with the provirions of clause 18 to sell the whole or any part of the stock to 
ribch person or class of persons and on suoh terms aud conditions as may be specified 
in the Order. 
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23. Power to prohibit removal : The Controller may order any controlled 
source, scrap merchant or any other person not to remove or permit the removal 
of any Bcrap, whether sold or unsold, fiom his stockyard or from any other part 
of his premises to any place outside the precinctB of such stockyard or premises 
except with the written permission of the Controller. 

24. Regulation of controlled sources: — The Controller may from time to time 
issue directions to the person or authority having the management of any controlled 
source requiring him : — 

(a) to keep such bo >ks accounts, and records iclatiug to his business as the 
Controller may specify in the direction ; 

(b) to produce to such person as mav be mentioned in the direction such 
stocks of soap and such accounts and other documents as the controller 
may specify in the direction ; 

(c) to furnish to the Controller such estimates, returns and other information- 
relating to the business as may be mentioned in the direction ; 

(d) to sort the scrap in Lis possession Irom time to time in accordance with 
Buch classification as may be mentioned in the direction. 

25. Declarations, written orders and directions : — 

(1) Declaration under cla iee (2)a and directions under clause 24 shall lie 
in writing and shall be delivered to the person or authority concerned personally . 
or by registered po.it. 

(2) Written orders under elause 18 or clause 2) may be made by the Con- 
troller on application or of his own motion and shall be delivei ed to the person 
or authority concerned personally or by registered post. 

(3) The person or authority to wlmm a direction or written order is addressed 
shall comply with the sime, hnd with any conditions contained or iuc<-rpora.ed 
therein. 

(4) When a wiitten order is revoked by the Controller, the person or adthoqtiy 
to whom it was addressed shall forthwith return it to the Controller. 

26. (1) The Coutrolh-r by order in writing direct any controlled source or 

ncrap merchant or other person holding stocks of scrap to rnainttin a list of the 
godowns and stockyards with the boundaries thereof, where scrap belonging to him 
is stocked, and to exhibit such list on his business premises. The Controller may in 
any suoh order give directions as to the manner in which the order is to he 
carried out. 

(2) The Controller may, by notification in the Gazette of India, direct that 
every controlled* 'sourc', sirap merchant or other person holding stocks of scrap 
when selling any scrap shall give to tne purchaser a memorandum Containing 
the particulate specified in such notification. 

27. Controlled power to fix prices : — (1) The Controller shall from time to time 
with the approval of the Central Government publish by notification in the Gazette- 
of India prices for different chsses of sorap. Suoh prices nti>y differ for sorap obtainable 
from different persons and classes of persons^ may specify buyers* and sellers' prices-, 
and may include allowances for contributions to any Equailisatun fund established 
by the Controller for equalising freight and other disadvantages, 

(t) For the purpose of applying the prices notified under sub-clause, (1) 
of this clause, the Controller may himself classify any sorap and, may, if no appropriate 
price has been so notified, fix suoh prioe as he considers appropriate. 
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Provided that the Controller may direct that the maximum prioes fixed under 
sub-clauses (1) or (2) shall not apply to auy specified stocks of 'scrap held by Rail- 
ways or any other department of Government including Government Corporations, 
like Sindri Fertilisers & Chemicals Lynited, Hindustan Steel Limited and the like, 
and may, in respect of such stocks specify the maximum prices at which such scrap 
may be sold.* 

(3) When an accumulation of scrap contains heavy pieoes which ip the 
opinion of the Controller should be broken up before the scrap is disposed of, 
the Controller may direct the pei son or authority having the management of the 
controlled source concerned to break up the scrap to a suitable size, and. may, if 
hiB direction is not complied with, reduce the prioe of the scrap so as to cover 
the cost to the purchaser of breaking it up; 

(4) No person shall sell or offer to sell or otherwise dispose of, and no person 
shall acquire, any scrap at prices in excess of those notified or fixed by the Controller 
under this . clause. 


PART IV— GENERAL 

28. Powers of the Controller The Controller may, with a view to securing 
compliance with this Order ; — 

(a) require any person to give such information in his possession in respect, 
of stocks of iron or steel or of scrap . acquired by him or in respect of 
any business carried on by that or any other person ; 

. (b) inspect or cause to be inspected any stocks of iron or steel or of scrap 

held by any person and any books or other documents belonging to or 

under the control of any person ; 

(c) enter and search, or authorise any person to enter and search, any 
premises and seize any article in respect of which he has reason to 
. believe that a contravention of tlais Order has been, is being or ia about 

to be committed, ajid any other article in the premises which he has 
reason to believe has been or is intended lo be used in -connection 
with such contravention. 

29. Savings : — Notwithstanding the supersession of the Iron and Steel (Control 

of Production and Distribution) Order, 1941 and the Iron and Steel (Scrap Control) 
Order, 1943, any order or appointment made, licence or permit granted, quota cer- 
tificate or direction it-sued by any authoiity whatsoever, uuder either of the above 

orders, and in force immediately before the commencement of this Order, shall be 
deemed as to be the order or appoiutment made, the licence or permit granted, 
the quota certificate or direction issued under this Order and shall continue to be ' 
In force.

DRAFT FISHERY RULES OF MANIPUR. 

General Condition of tenure 

1. *Fiah iu the Government fisheries in Manipur belong to the State of Manipur, 
'end include shell fish and fish and fish iu all stages ia its life history. 

2. Fishery lessees will have the sole fishing rights only within the recorded 
boundaries of the fishery concerned. 

3. In oases where channels (LonkhongH^ Khongs etc.) flow into or out of any 
Government fishery, during the period when they are connected by wnter and fish 
can oome and go between them, water may be taken by the cultivators from the 
Channels but no one can oatjeh fish in suoh channels. During the periods when 
the c hanne ls and the fishery are not connected owing to the drying up of the 
water afty fish left behind in the channel become the property of the owner of 
the channel. Neither the fishery lessee nor . the land bolder may do anything to 
expedite bring about, retard or prevent the oonneotion of a fishery with a channel 
except with the prior . permission of the Deputy (orami'-sioner. 

4. No one may catch fish in paddy fields when they are connected by water 
with, a fishery. 

6. No Government fishery or any portion bf it may be converted inti culti- 
vated or homestead land without the permission of the Chief Commissioner. 
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6. Sub* Deputy Collector* in charge of Tahsils ere empowered to deal with the 
ease* of encroachment in the Government fisheries for paddy cultivation. It should 
be the duty of every lessee and the S. D. C. concerned to report any encroaoh- 
ment made in any Government fishery to the Deputy Commissioner in time. Half 
of the amount realised as fiae should be given to the fishery lessee if the oase fa 
started from his own complaint. 

7. Important improvements or alterations to the natural features or boundaries 
of fisheries may not be carried out without the permission of the^ Deputy Commis- 
sioner. 

• % 

8. Shifting of aquatic vegetations after the 1 5th Auguii f om on* fishery to 
another is prohibited. 

9. Under pain dismissal, no Governnient servant may bid for purchase, finanos 
or hold shares in . any fishery. 

10.. The pattadar of a fishery for the preceding year should remove all his fishing 
instruments and fishing -huts within the 1st week of April but cannot catch fish 
during this period. In the oase of sales other than the annual sale, the pattadar 
of the preceding year is not allowed to Vemove the ‘‘Soi M but removal of the 
fishing hut and other fishing insfcruunnts is allowed within a week from the date 
of. sale. 

11. No transfer of mortgage of a fishery* lease or a share therein shall be made 
ezoept with the sanction in writing of the Deputy Commissioner. No deed of sale 
or transfer of fisheries or share therein shall be aooepted for registration unless counter- 
signed by the Deputy Commissioner. 

12. Fishery lessees shall not be entitled to remission or extension of the lease 
because of flood, drought, want of fish or any accident. 

RULES UNDER SECTION 6 OF THE INDIAN FISHERIES ACT, 18J7. 

13. All fishing without lease previously obtained from the Deputy Commissioner, 
Manipur or such other offioer as he may appoint for the purpose or without a 
permit from the lessee of any fishery concerned* is prohibited. Any person fishing 
in any Government fishery must carry his lease or permit from the lessee and 
produce it When called upon to do so by any offioer duly authorised, 

14. The use of Mahajal or any similar large nets with meshes' smaller than 
8}" inohes square in the Government fisheries -is prohibited ; 

Provided in certain cases this restriction may be relaxed by - the Deputy 
Commissioner. 

15. The lessees of beel fisheries must keep the heels clear of water hyacinth. 

■18. Subject to the above Rules (No. 13 to 15), the Deputy Commissioner shall 
have the power to prescribe the mesh of fishing nets* the fixed - engines or other 
instruments which can be used, the manner in which the fishing operations shall 
be carried on and to lay down any other conditions which may be considered 
necessary from time to time. Such conditions shall ba proclaims J Vbjfore the sale 
of the fishery begins. 

17. The use of poison, lime, dyhabites or other noxious or explosive substances 
with intent thereby to catch or kill fishes is strictly prohibited. 

' • i 

18. Fisting or attempt to fish with any gear or method in a sanctuary or 
any other specified area notified by the Deputy Commissioner is prohibited. 
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19. No bunds of any kind are allowed in Government fisheries between April 
1st and August lfifch. They are allowed betwein August 15th aad Oot.»b.>r l»tu. 
In 90 ease should the level of the water above a bond be more than 18" inches higher 
than the water below it. If there is, after October 15th, no fl)>d likely bo d mov'd 
-crops or adjaoeat fisheries leisees may oreofc bind* (do : s) fir the purpose «f fishing ' 
provid'd tbit t iii dm not intertera with the aormol pissigs ofbnts. In cue 
-of emergency, the Deputy Commissioner, the Fishe -y Officer or the Director of 
Agrioulture is authorised to order the opening of any bund after 15th August and 
this shall not entitle the lessee concerned to^olaim any compe ositiou. The Deputy 

. Commissioner may at any time in any case ordar that the difference of the levels 
of water above a bund or below it be less than IS" inches as the oiroumitinoss m»y 
•dempntl and this shall not also entitle the lessee conoernel b > claim Compensation. 

20. No “Longkbum” (under water bund) or any other type of bund may bo 
constructed >ny where in any liver commonly used by the publio for navigation. 

21. Ereotion of only one bund is allowed for a fishery but in the oase of Regis- 
tered sun-fisheries erection of one Soi for each Sub-fishery may be allowed. 

RULES FOR THE AUCTION SALE OF FISHERY LEASE AND 
COLLECTION OF FISHERY REVENUE. 

22 In settlements of fisheries the year should be reckoned from the 1st April 
to the 31st March x 

23 The right of fishing in Registered fisheries should not ordinarily be leased 
for less than three years and along leases should be encouraged with a view to the 
protection of broodfish and fry. 

24 The Deputy Commissioner should annually fix a date, not later than tbe 
15th February on which and on as many days succeeding which as may prove nece- 
ssary he or any Officer duly authorised by him will auotion or receive tenders fpr 
all Government fishery leases which aie due to expire at the end of the current 
yew. The date er dates thus fixed should be proclaimed by the Duputy Comraia- 
eioner at least a month iu advance by a written notice in Form No. 1 to the Publio. 
The notice should state the name* of the fishery, its register number, the average 
price for the last 3 years, the date and the place of sale. 

25 The place of sale should be the Office of the Deputy Commissioner, Manipur 
for fisheries lying-in the Mailipur valley, and that of the Sub- Deputy Collector, 
-Jiribam for fisheries lying in Jiribam Sub-Division. 

26. Government fisheries should be sold by public auction or invitation of sealed 
tenders as may be found convenient by the Deputy Commissioner unless otherwise 
•ordered by the Chief Commissioner. 

27 Intending bidders or tenderers should furnish proofs of financial solvency to 
the satisfaction of the Deputy Commissioner or the Officer conducting the sale. 

28 They should also deposit as earnest money }tli of the average of the accepted 
bids in respect of the fishery concerned for the preceding three years before they 
4 ure allowed to bid' or tender. 

29. The Deputy Commissioner will norm illy aooept the highest bid unless there 
-Are special grounds for not doing so. 

80 0n aooeptanoe of a bid the accepted bidder should pay the difference between 
the earnest money deposited by him , and *th of the . Revenue for tbe full term of 
the settlement within 24 hours of the aooeptanca of the bid. Failure to do so by 
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tihe accepted bidder will entail forfeiture of the earnest money & settlement of the 
fishery with the next highest bidder subject to the usual terns and conditions of 
sale of fisheries and payment of revenue. 

31. The earnest mofiey together with such further amount as is neoessary to 
make up £th of the revenue for the full term of settlement should be treated as 
the security deposit to be adjusted only towards the payment of the last instalment 
prescribed under Rule No. 32. In case the amount of the earnest money is more 
than Jth of the fishery revenue due, the excess amount will be adjusted toward a 
the payment of the 1st instalment.

THE WEEKLY HOLIDAYS ACT, 1942. 

ACT No. XVII 1 of 1 942. 

Imphal, tho 8th Feptamher, 1956. 

An Act to provide for the grant of weekly holidays to persons 
employed in shops, restaurants and theatres. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the grant of weekly holidays 
to persons employed in shops, restaruants and theatres ; 

* It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (l) This Act may be called 

the Weekly Holidays Act, i94'J. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

(3) It shall o- me into force in. a Province or in a specified area within 
a Province only if the Provincial Government by notification in the official 
Gazette so directs. 

2. Difinitions- — In this Act unless there is ary thing repugtant in ths 
subject or context, — 

(a)' “establishment” means a shop, restaurant or theatre ; 

(li) “Day" means a period of twenty-four hours beginning at midnight ; 

(c) .“Restaurant” means any premises in which is carried on prin- 
cipally or wholly .the business of supplying meals ot refreshments 
to the publio ok a class of the public for consumption ou the 
premises but docs 'not include a restaurant attached to a theatre ; 

(d) ‘‘shop” includes any premises where any retail trade or business 
is carried on, including the business of .a barber or hair dresser, 
and retail Bales by auction, but excluding the sale of programmes, 
catalogues and other similar sales at theatres. 

(«) “theatre” includes any premises intended principally or wholly 
for the presentation of moving pictures, dramatic performances,, 
or stage entertainments ; 

(f) “week” means a period of seven days beginning at midnight 
on Saturday. 

* 3. Closing of shops. — (i) Every shop shall remain entirely closed on 
one day of the week, which day shall be specified by the shop-keeper in 

• notice permanently exhibited iu a conspicuous plaoe- in the 'shop. 

(2) The day so specified shall npt be altered by the shop-keeper more 
often than pace in three months. 
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4. Weekly holidays in shops, restaurants and theatres,— E/ery ptirMtt 
employed otherwise than in a confidential oapacity or in a position of 
management in any shop, restaurant or theatre shall be allowed in each 1 
week a holiday of one whole day ; 

Provided that nothing in this section shall apply to any person whose 
total period of employment in the week including any days spent on autho- 
rised leave is less than six days or entitle to an additional holiday a person 
employed in a shop who has beep allowed a whole holiday on the day on 
which the shop has remained olosed in pursuanoe of seotion 3. 

5. Additional half-day closing or holiday. — (1) The Provincial Govern- 
ment may, by notification in the official Gazette, required in respeot of 
shops or any specified class of shops that they shall be olosed at suoh 
hour in the afternoon of one week-day in every week in addition to the 
day provided for by seotion 3 as way be fixed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, and, in respect of theatres and restaurants or any specified class of 
either or both, that every person employed therein otherwise than in a 
confidential oapacity or in a position of management shall be allowed in 
each week an additional holiday of one-half-day commencing at suoh hour 
in the afternoon as may be fixed by the Provincial Government. 

(2) The Provincial Government may, for the purposes of this section, 
fix different hours for different shops or different clisses of shops or for 
different areas or for different times of the year. 

(3) The weekly day on which a shop is closed in pursuanoe of a re- 
quirement under sub-section (1) shall be specified by the shop-keeper in a 
notice permanently exhibited in a conspicuous place in the shop and shall 
not be altered -by the shop-keeper more often onoe in three months. 

6. No deduction or abatement to be made from wages - No deduction or 
abatement of, the wages of any person employed in an establishment to 
which this Act applies shall be made on aooouut of auy d*y or part of 
a day on which the establishment has remained olosed or a holiday has 
been allowed in accordance with section 3, 4 and 5 and if such person 
is employed on the basis that he would not prdinirily rjejivei wages for 
such day or part of a day be shall none the le $4 be paid for such day 
or part of a d^y the wages he would have tfcrawo had the establishment 
not remaiued olosed or the holiday not be allowed on that day qx part 
of a day. 

7. Inspectors. — (1) The provincial Government may, by notifiottion in 
the official Gazette, appoint persons to be Inspectors for the purposes of 
this Act within ^ueh local limits as it may a«igu to each such person. 

(2) Every inspector app tinted under this faction shall bj deemed ta be 
a public servant within the meaning ( of section 21 of the Indian Penal 
Cods (XLV of It 60). 

8. Powers of Inspector^. — (1) Subject to any raLs made in this behalf 
by the pro •'incial -Government, an Inspector may, within the local Unfit* 
for which he is appointed,— 

(a) enter aftd remain in any establishment to Which this Ant applies 
with suoh assistants, if any, being servants of fits Crown, a* 
he thinks fit ; ‘ 
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(b) make such examination of any such establishment and of any 
record, register or totioe maintained' therein in pnrsuanoe of 
rules made under clause (e) of sub section ( 2 ) of section 10, and 
take on the spot or otherwise such evidence of any person as 
he may deem necessary Jor carrying out the purpose of this Aot ; 

(o) exercise, such other powers as may be necessary for carrying 
out the purposes of this Aot. 

(2) Any person having the custody of any record, register or notioe 
maintained in pursuance of rules made under clause (o) of sub-section (2) 

<of- section 10 shall be bound to produce it when so required by the 
Inspector, but no person shall be compellable to answer any question if the 
answer may tend directly or indirectly to criminate himself. 

9. Penalties.— In the event of any contravention of the provisions of 
section 3, of- seotion 4, of a requirement imposed by notification under 
sub-section (1) of section 5, of section 6, or of the rules made under olause 
(c) of sub-section (2) of section 10, the proprietor or other person respcm- 
aible for the management of the establishment in which such contraven- 
tion takes place shall be punishable with fine whioh may extend, in the case 
-of the first offence, to twenty-five rupees, and in the case of a second or 
subsequent offence, to two hundred and fifty rupees. 

10. Rulea.— (1) The provincial Government may,' subject to the condi- 
tion of previous publication by notification in the official Gazette, make 
rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. (2) In particular and 
without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power, such rules may — 

(a) define the persons who shall be deemed to be employed in a 
confidential capacity or in a position of management for the 
purpose of sections 4 and 5 ; 

(b) Regulate the exorcise of their powers and the discharge of their 
duties by Inspectors ; 

(c) require registers and records to be maintained and notices to 
be displayed in establishment to whioh this Act applies and 
presoribe the form and oontents thereof. 

11. Powdfr of exemption and suspension. — The Central Government 
in respect of establishments under its control, and the provincial Government 
in respect of all other establishments within the Provinoe may, subject to 
such conditions, if any, as it thinks fit t > impose, exempt any establish- 
ment to which this Act applies from all or any specified provisions at this 
Act, and may, on any special ocoation in connection with a fair or festi- 
val or a sucoes-ion of public holidays, suspend for a specified period tho 

operation of this Act. '

-M required by Seotion 10(1) of the Said Aot, namely * — 
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THE MANfPUR WEEKLY HOLIDAYS RULES, 1«S6. 

1. These rules may be oalled the Manipur Weekly Holidays Rules, 1958. 

2 . In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context. 

(a) "The Act’" means the Weekly Holidays Act, 1842 ; 

(b) ‘'Form” means a form appended to these rules, 

(o) “Inspector” means any persons appointed as Inspector tinder Sub-Section 

(1) of Section 7 of the Act. 

(d) “Manager” means any person designated by the Proprietor of an establish- 
ment as responsible for the management of the establishment and includes- 
the proprietor. 

(e) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(f) Words and expressions not defined in these rules shall have the meaning 
assigned to them in the Act. 

3. The Manager, Assistant Manager and Cashier of an establishment shall be 
deemed to be employed in a confidential capacity or in a position of management. 

4. Disqualification of an Inspector. — No person shall be appointed to be an Ins* 
peotor under the Act or having been so appointed, shall continue to hold office, who 
is or beoomes directly or indirectly interested in any ‘SHOP’ or ‘Etablishment’ or 'THEA- 
TRE’ or ‘ESTABLISHMENT’ for Public eutertainment or amusement to which the Act 
applies. 

a' 

5. Method of Inspection. — (l) The Inspector shall not as far as possible cause 
any suspension of business in conducting the inspection. 

(2) (a) An Inspector making an inspection under section 8 of the Act shall make 
such examination of the place and of any prescribed register, record or notice 
maintained therein as may appear to him necessary for the purpose of satis- 
fying himself that the provisions of the Act, these rules and any order passed 
by the Chief Commissioner under the Act are. being properly observed. In parti- 
cular he shall satisfy himself : — 

(i) That the register, records and notices required to be maintained or exhi- 
bited under the Act cr these rules are properly maintained or exhibited. 
(*ii) That tho holidays and half holidays required to be granted under the Act 
are granted and that the hours fixed under Sub-section (") of Section 5 
of the Act are duly obaemd. ^ 

(iii) That the pri visions of the Act and any order issued by the Chief Commis- 
sioner thereunder are duly observed. 

(b) For carrying out such examination the Inspector may interrogate such 
persons on the place as be may deem necessary for the, efficient discharge of 
bis duties, provided that no such person shall be required under this rule to 
answer any question the’ answer to which might tend to cremmate him. 

(8) An Inspector may un pound any dooument as he may deem neoessary after 
giving a receipt duly signed by him to .the employer or to the person employed as the 
case may be. 

(4) If the Inspector during his inspection finds deviations from the provisions of 
the Act or these rules, he shall pass orders or make recommendation for remedying 
or removing" these defects, ami, in such a case, he shall either endorse the seme in 
the visit book maintained by the shop-keeper or employer or he shall send a copy of 
bis inspection notes to the shop, establishment or amusement ooaoemed whitbin seven 
days from the date of inspection. 
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(5) An Inspector within the looal limits, fojr qphi^h he is appointed shall inspeot eaoh 
shop at least once in three months, and eaoh establishment, theatre or establishment 
Hot public entertainment or amusement once in 6 months. 

6. Entries In the Registers and their preservation. — 

H) All Registers to be maintained under these rules, shall be in English or 
in local Manipuri or Hindi and all dates entered in. a register shall; bp in accor- 
dance with English Calender. Entries shall be made in ink and shall be 
legible. 

(ii) AH registers, records and notices relating to any, Calendar year shall 
be preserved and be available in the shop, establishment, theatre or establish- 

"taient for public entertainments or amusement concerned for examination by 
the Inspector till the end of the next Calendar Year. 

(iii) Entries relating to any day, week or year in any of the prescribed 
registers shall be made soon after the close of the day, week or year and shall 
be signed by the shop-keeper or employer. 

7. Visit Book. — 1 

(i) Every shop-keeper or employer shall maintain a visit book in which an 
Inspector visiting the shop or establishment, theatre or establishment for 
public entertainment pr amusement may record his remarks regarding any defects 
that may come to light at the time of inspection and shall produce it whenever 
required to do so by the Inspector. 

(ii) All ordeis letters, reports or other documents issued by an Inspector with 
respect to the provisions of the Act shall he properly filed and preserved fora 
period of twelve months and shall he available in the shop, establishment 
theatre or establishment, for public entertainment or amusement- for examination 
of the Inspector. 

(iii) Auy demand by the one Inspector for any information relating to the 
working of the Act, if made during the corn so of an inspection, shall be 
complied with forthwith, if the information can be made easily available in 
the shop, establishment, theatre or establishment for public entertainment 
or amusement, or if made in writing, I shall bo complied with within 
fifteen days of receipt thereof. 

a. Display of notice by shop keeper — 

Every shop-keeper shall display a notice in Form *A’ in a conspecious place in 
the shop specifying the day of the week on which the shop shall remain closed 
entirely and also the day and hour on which the shop will remain closed in the 
efter-noon. He shall not after the day and hour so specified more than once in 
every three monthB. A copy of the notice aud all charges in such notice shall be 
aent immediately to the Chief Inspector us well as to the inspector within whose 
jurisdiction the shop is situated. 

9. Register of Weekly Holidays - 

Every shop-keeper op employer in an establishment, theatre or establishment for 
pnblio entertainment or amusement shall maintain an up-to-date register in Form 
*g’ showing the Weekly Holidays allowed to the persons employed and the namee 
of Use persons employed. 

10. (1) No Court inferior to a Magistrate of the first class shall try an offenoe 
punishable under this Act. 

(2) No Court shall take cognizance of ah offence punishable for oontravention 
et an* PIQSisiaB.fif As* or theae rules except gj>ou complaint made b/ an Inspector.

THE MANIPUR WEEKLY HOLIDAYS RULES, 1956. 

1. These rules may be called the Manipur Weekly Hobdays Rules, 1956. 

2. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context. 

(a) ‘‘The Act” means the Weekly Holidays Act, 194 s ; 

(b) “Form” means a form appended to these rules, 

(c) ‘‘Inspector” means any persons appointed as Inspector under Sub-Section 
(1) of Section 7 of the Act . 

(d) “Manager” means any person designated by the Proprietor of an esta- 

blishment as responsible for the management of the establishment and 
includes the proprietor . 

(e) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(f) "Words and expressions not defined in these rules sh ill have the meaning 
assigned to them in the Act. 

3. The Manager, Assist mt Manager and Cashier of an establishment shall be 
deemed to he employed in a confidenti al capacity or in a position of management. 

4. Disqualification of an Inspector — No person Bhall be appointed to he an Ins- 

pector under the Act or having been so appointed, shall continue to hold office, who 
is or becomes directly or indirectly interested in any ‘Shop’ or ‘establishment’ or 
'theatre’ or ‘establishment for Public entertainment or amusement’ to which the 

Act applies. 

5. Method of Inspection — (1) The Inspector Bhall not as far as possible causa 

any suspension of business in conducting the inspection. 

(2) (a) An Inspector making an inspection under section 8 of the Act, shall 

make such examination of the place and of any prescribed register, record 
or notice maintained therein as may appear to him neces-ary for the purpose 
of satisfying himself that the proviso ns of the Act, these rules and any 
order passed by the Chief Commissioner under the Act are being properly 
observed. In particular he shall satisfy himself : — 

(i) That the register, leoords nnd notices required to be maintained or 
exhibited under the Act or these rules are properly maintained or 
exhibited. 

(ii) that the holiday < and half holidays required to be granted under 
the Act are granted and that the hours fixed under hub-section (2) of 
Section 5 of the Act are duly observed. 

(iii) that the provisions of the Act and any order issued by the 
Chief Commissioner thereunder are duly observe!. 

(b) For carrying out such examination the Inspector may interrogate 
such persons on ti e place &3 he may deem necessary for the efficient dis- 
charge of his duties, provided that no such person shall . be required under 
this rule to answer any question the answer to which might tend to ore- 
minate him. 

(3) An Inspector may unpound any document as he may deem necessary after 
giving a receipt duly signed by him to the employee or to the person employed 
as the case may lie. 
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(A) the Inspector during his inspection finds deviations from the provisions 
of the Act or these rules, he shall pass orders or make recommendation for reme- 
dying or removing these defects and, in such a case, he shall either endorse the 
same in the visit, hoi k maintained by the shop-keeper or employer or he shall send 
a copy of his inspection notes to rhe shop, establishm mt or amusement concerned 
within seven days from the date of inspection. 

( 5 ) An Inspector within the local limits fi r which he is appointed shall inspect 
each shop at least once in throe months, and each establish ment, theatre or esta- 
blishment for public eni.ertainment or amusement once in 6 months. 

6. Entries in the Registers and their preservation — 

(i) All Registers to be maintained under these rules shall he in Eu glish 
or in local Manipuri or Hindi and all dates entered in a register shall be 
in accordance with English Calender. Entries shall be made in ink and shall 
be legible. 

(ii) All registers, records and notices relating to any Calendar year shall 
be pieserved and be available in the shop, establishment, theatre or establish- 
ment for public entertainments or amusement concerned for examination by 
the Insprcti r till the end rf the next Calendar Year. 

(iii) Entries relating to any day, week or year in any of the prescribed 
registers shall be made soon after the close of the day, week or year and 
shall be signed by the shop-keeper or employer. 

7- Visit Book — 

(i) Every shop-keeper or employer shall maintain a visit book in which 
an Inspector visiting the shop or establishment, theatre or establishment for 
public entertainment or amusement may record his remarks regarding any 
defects that may come to light at the time of inspection and shall produce 
it whenever required to do so by the Inspector. 

(ii) All i rders, lettms, reports or other documents issued by an Inspector 

with respict to the provisions of the Act shall be properly filed and pre- 
set ved for a period of twelve months and shall be avail: hie in the shop, 
t st. iblishmt nt th< alre or establishment for public entertainment or amusement 
for cxuniin itiou of the Inspector. 

(in) Any demand bv one Inspector for any information relating to the 

wmking of the Act, if made during the course of an inspection, shall be 
compled with forthwith, if the information can he made easily available in 

the shop, establishment, theatre or establishment, for public entertainment 
or amusement, or if made in writing, I shall be ci replied with within 

fifteen days of receipt thereof. 

8. Display of notice by shop-keeper - 

Every slmpkeepir shall display a not ce in Form *A’ in a conspecious place in 
the shop sp. cifying the day of the week on wnich the shop shall remain closed 
entirely mid also the day and hour on which the shop will remain closed in the 
after-noon. He shill not after the day and hour so specified more than cnee in 
every three months. A copy of the notice and all charges in such notice shall be 
sent imm.dialely to the Chief Inspector as well as to the Inspector within whose 
jurisdiction the shop is situated. 

9. Register of Weekly Holidays — 

Every shop-keeper or employer in an establishment, theatre or establishment for 
public entertainment or amusement shall maintain an up-to-date register in Form 
‘B’ showing the Weekly Holidays allowed to the persons employed and the names 
of the persons employed. 
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10 . (I) No Court inferior to a Magistrate of the first class shall try an ^offenw 

punishable under this Act. 

(2) No Court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable for cont raven 
tion of any provision of the Act or these rules except upoa complaint made 
by an Inspector.

THE LIFE INSURANCE (EMERGENCY PROVISIONS) ACT, 1956 

(9 of 1956) 

An 

ACT 

to provide for the taking over, in the public interest, of the 
management of life insurance business pending nationalisation 

thereof. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of 
the Republic of India as follows : — 

1. This Act may be called the Life Insurance (Emer- ho* title, 
gency Provisions) Act, 1956 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires Definitions. 

(j) “appointed day” means the 19th day of January, 

1956 ; 

{2) “controlled business” means— 

(t) in the case of an insurer specified in sub clause 

(a) ( ii ) or sub-clause (b) of clause (9) of section 2 of the 
Insurance Act and carrying on life insurance business— 
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(a) all his business, if he oarries on no other 
class of insurance business ; 

(b) all the business appertaining to his life 
insurance business, if he carries on some other 
class of insurance business also ; 

(c) all his business, if his certificate of regi- 
stration under the Insurance Act in respect of 
general insurance business stands wholly cancelled 
for a period of more than six months on the 
appointed day ; 

(it) in the case of any other insurer specified 
in clause (9) of section 2 of the Insurance Act and 
carrying on life insurance business — 

(«) all his business in India, if he carries on 
no other class of insurance business in India ; 

(It) all his business appertaining to his life 
insurance business in India, if he carries on 
some other class of insurance business also in 
India ; 

(c) all his business in India, if his certificate 
of registration under the Insurance Act in res- 
pect of general insurance business in India stands 
wholly cancelled for a period of more than six 
months on the appointed day ; 

(Hi) in the case of a provident society, as de- 
fined in section 65 of the Insurance Act, all its 
business. ; 

Explanation. — An insurer is said to carry on no class 
of insurance business other than life insurance business if, 
in addition to life insurance business he carries on only 
capital redemption business or annuity certain business or 
both ; and the expression ‘‘business appertaining to his life 
insurance business” shall be construed accordingly ; 

(3) “Custodian” means the person appointed under 
section 4 to take over the management of any controlled 
business ;

( 4 ) '‘Insurance Act*’ means the Insurance Act, 1039 ; 4 of 19S8. 

( 5 ) ‘‘insurer” means an insurer as defined in the 
Insurance Act wh) carries on life insurance business in 
India, and includes a provident society as defined in 
section 65 of the Insurance Act ; 

( 6 ) ‘notified order” means an order notified iu the 
Official Gazette ; 

( 7 ) all other words anl expressions used herein but 
not defined, and defined in the Insurance Aot, shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in that 
Act. 

3. (J) On and fiom t ie appointed day, the managemmt 
of the controlled business of all insurers shall vest in the 
Central G overnment, and, pending the appointment of a Custo- 
dian for the controlled business of any insurer, the persons 
in c! large of the management of sucii business immediately 
before the appointed day shall, ou and from the appointed 
day, he in charge of the management of the business for 
and on beh.lf nf the Central G ivermnent ; and the con- 
trolled business of the insurer shall be carried on by them 
subject to the provisions 0 mbained in sub sections (j) and 
( 5 ) and to such further directions, if any, as the Central 
Government imy give to them by notice addressed and 
sent to the priuc.p.il officer of the insurer. 

(j) Any contract, wlhtber express or implied, providing 
for the management of the controlled business of an insurer 
made before the appoi tied d i.y between the insurer and 
any person in charge of the management of such business 
immeliitely before the appointed diy shall be deemed to 
have terminated on the appointed day. 

( 3 ) No insurer shall, without the previous approval of 
the person specified by the Central Government in this 
b >half in respect of that insurer (hereinafter referred to 
as the authorised person ),— 

(o) make any payment or grant any loan in 
respect of a policy of life insurance otherwise 
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than in accordance with the normal practice 
observed by him in respect of such matters 
immediately before the appointed day ; 

(b) incur any expenditure from the assets 
appertaining to the controlled business otherwise 
than for the purpose of making routine pay- 
ments of salaries or commissions to employees, 
insurance agents, special agents or chief agents 
or for the purpose of meeting the routine day to 
day expenditure ; 

(c) transfer or otherwise dispose of any such 
assets or create any charge, hypothecation, lieu 
or other encumbrance thereou ; 

(d) invest in any manner any moneys for- 
ming part of Buch assets ; 

(e) acquire any immovable property out of 
any moneys forming part of such assets ; 

(f) enter into any contract of service or agency, 
whether expressly or by implication, for pur- 
poses c innected wholly or partly with the con- 
trolled business or vary the terms and condi- 
tions of any such coutract subsisting on the 
appointed day ; 

(g) enter into any other transaction relating to 
the issue of a new policy of life insurance or vary 
the terms and conditions of any agreement relating 
to any such transaction subsisting at the com- 
mencement of this Act. 

(4) The approval of the authorised person may be given 
either generally in relation to certain classes of transactions 
t>f the insurer or specialy in rel vtion to any of his tran- 
sactions. 

(5) Every insurer shall deposit all securities and dodil* 
mants of. title to any assets appertaining to the controlled 
business in any Scheduled Bank iu which the insurer had an 
account immediately before the appointed day or in any 
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branch of the State Bank in the place where the head 
office or the principal office of the insurer is situated or, 
where there is no branch of the St ite Bank in such pi ice, 
the nearest branch of the State Bank ; and no such secu- 
rity or document shall he withdrawn from the Scheduled 
Bank or the Slate Bmk, as the case may be, except 
with the pci mission of the authoris 'd person. 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub section shall 
apply to any security or document of title kept with ap- 
proved trustees hv reason of the provisions contained in 
sub-section (6) of section 27 of the Insurance Act, or kept 
in trust with an Official Trustee in pursuance of the articles 
of association of an insurer unless the Central Government, 
by notified order, otherwise directs. 

Explanation.— In this sub-section,-— 

{a) ‘Scheduled Bank’ means a bank included 
for the time being in the Second Schedule to 
the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934; 2ofito4. 

( b ) ‘State Bank’ means the State Bank of 
India constituted under the State Bank of India 
Act, 105--. 23 of 1955. 

(6) Every insurer shall deliver forthwith at the place 
and to the person specified in this behalf by the Central 

Government in respect of that insurer the following docu- 

ments, namely : — 

( i ) the minutes book or any other book in 

India containing all resolutions up to the ap- 

pointed day of the persons in charge of the 
management of the controlled business before 
the appointed day ; 

(u) the current cheque books relating to the 
controlled business which are at the head office 
or the principal offioe of the insurer ; 
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(in) all registers or other books containing 
particulars relating to the investment of any 
moneys appertaining to tte controlled business 
including i investments on mortgaged properties 
and all loans granted and advances made other* 
wise than on policies ; 

(iv) alt brokers’ not<‘s or certificates in the pos- 
session of the insuter in respect of any orders 
for the investment of any moneys appertaining 
to the controlled business : 

Provided that if any document specified in this sub 
section is relevant for the purpose of any business other 
■than the controlled business carried on by the insurer, 
the person specified in the notified order shall bo bound 

to return it to the persons in charge ofc the management 
of such other business with the least possible delay, but 
shall have power to place identification marks on such do- 
cument or to take extracts or copies therefrom. 

(7) Without prejudice to the generality of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (i) and to the provisions contained 
in sub-sections (3), (5) and (6), any directions issued under 
sub-section (j) may require the persons in charge < f the 

management of tho controlled business of an insurer under 
this .Act to furrtish to the Central Government • or to the 

authorised' person' such returns, statements and other infor- 
mation relating to the controlled business as may be mentioned 
in the direction. 

( 5 ) The persons in charge of the management of the 

Controlled business of an insurer under this Act shall be 
entitled to such remuneration, whether by way of allowance 
or salary as the Central Government may fix ; and any such 
person* may, by giving a month’s notice im writing to the 
Cbuttal Government of his intention so to 1 do, relinquish 
Charge of tha‘ management of the controlled business. 
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4. (1) The Central Government may, as soon as it is 
convenient administratively so to do, appoint any person 
as Custodian for the purpose of taking over the manage- 
ment of the cm trolled business of an insurer, 

(2) On the appointment of a Custodian under sub-sec turn 
(1), all persons in charge of the management of the con- 
trolled business of the insurer for and on behalf of the 
Central Government immediately before such appointment 
shiill cease to be in charge of such management and shall 
he bound to deliver to the Custodian all books of account, 
registers or other documents in their custody relating to 
the controlled business of t he insurer.

(b) "Forrft” means a Form appended to these rules ; 

(c) "Marriage Certificate Book" means the Marriage Certificate Book, prescribed 

under section 13 of the Act ;

(d) "Marriage Notice Book" means the Marriage Notice Book prescribed under 
section 6 of the Act ; 

(e) "Marriage Officer" means the Marriage Officer appointed under Sub-section 

(1), of Section it of the Act; 

(f) “Registrar-General’’ means the Registrar General appointed under Act 
VI of 188(3; and. 

(g) "Section” means a section of the Act ; 

(h) "State" means the State of Manipur. 

8. (1) Every marriage officer shall cause his name, designation and the regular 
working hour of his office to he written in English and in the language or languages 
of the State and displayed in a conspicious part of the building in which hia office 
is situated. A copy of such notice shall also be published by affixing it to a conspicious 
part of the Office of the District Magistrate and District Judge of the State. 

(2) All registrations at the office shall be made between the hours of 10 A. M. 
and 6 P. M. or such hours as the Chief Commissioner may from time to time fix. 

4 . (1) Notice of any intended marriage under the Act shall be given iu writing 
in the form specified in the second schedule to the Act, to the Marriage Officer 
by both the parties intending to enter into the marriage, either in person or by 
registered post.

If the- 
notice is in conformity with the requirements of the Act, it shall be entered in 
the Marriage Notice Book in Form I which shall be hound volume, and the pages- 
of which shall he machine numbered conseoutively with a nominal index attached. 
If the notice is hot in" conformity with the requirements of the Act, it 'shall be 

[got rectified by the parties if they are present, or returned -to them by post for 
rectification* and re-transmission within a date to be fixed. Every item of rectifica- 
tion shall be attested by both the parties. 
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4. A f true ci/py of the notice uuder the seal and signature of the Marriage 
Officer shall Le exbibiled in a coi.spieious place in his office for thirty days before 
the regietratic n of the marriage. 

5. (1) Wheie an objection has bfeu made under section 7 to .the solemnizationr 

of an intended mnniage and such objection together with, the fee prescribed there- 
for in rule. 10 has been receivid and recorded by the Marriage Officer, he shall, 

unless by an order in writing he rejects the objection is not based on contraven- 

tion of any of the conditions specified in section 4, enquire into the objection ou 
a day to be fixed by him. The day so fixed shall not bo later than thirfy days 

from the date of the receipt of the objection. lie shall also send a copy of the 

objet^inn to the paities to the intended marriage. 

(-) The Marriase Officer shall, at the time of recording the objection, ascertain 
from the objector whether he has any documents on which he Relies of whether 
be desires any witness or witnesses to be examined on his behalf. If the objector 
states that he has,- the Marriage Officer shall require the objector to produce the 
documents or the witnesses on the day -fixed for the enquiry.

(6) The enquiry relating to the objection including the production of djeumenta 
and examination of witnesses shall be completed and the decision of the Marriage 
Officer ari ived at within the period of thirty* days specified in section 8. If, within 
.the prescribed period, the documents are not ptoduced and tno witnesses do not 
appear before the Mairiage Officer, the Marriage Officer shall take decision without 
waiting for the production of such documents or the appearance of such witnesses. 

(7) If the Matriage Officer is satisfied' that the objection is baseless, he shall 
register the marriage, otherwise the registration shall be refused aud the reasons for 
such refusal shall be entered in the Register of refusal, which shall be maintained 
by him iu Form IV. The order shall be communicated to the parties concerned 
including the objector. 

(7) (1). The place other than a Marriage Officer’s Office, where a marriage is to 
be registered, shall be determined by the parties themselves, who shall specify such 
place in writing at the time when the notice of the intended marriage is given to 
the Marriage Officer. Such marriage may he registered at any. reasonable time. 

(2) If such place is not a distance of more than five miles from the Marriage 
Officer’s Office, the travelling allowance for such attendance shall be two rupees ; 
and if more than five miles, the travelling allowance shall .be Bix annas per mile, 
id addition to the fee payable under olause (IX) of r.ule 10.

Car Festivals of Sri Jaganath of Puri drawing equal near. 

Pilgrims advised to get themselves inoculated. 

3 he Director of Heath Services, Orissa has issued the following Press Note: — 

The Snan, the Car and the Return Car Festivals of Sri Jagannath at Puri come 
off tbiB year on the 28rd Jut,e, 9th July and the 1 7th July, 1966 respectively. During 
the festival period, a large number of pilgrims is expected to gather at Puri from 
all over India as in the previous yeats. As sporadic cases bf Cholera are reported 
from the district itself and from different parts of the State, it is apprehended that 
Cholera and other bowel diseases may break out in an epidemic form during and after 
the festival period due to large congregation of pilgrims at Puri and may spread to 
different parts of this State as wtll as to other States if suitable precautionary measures 
are not ad opted-sufii cient ly beforehand. In order to proteot the people from these 
diseases, adequate Sanitary and Public Health arrangements are being made at Puri 
and different road hide places leading to Puri. Anti-cholera inoculation has been made 
compulsory .in tbe district of Puri including puri town and arrangement has been made 
to inoculate intending pilgrims at different bus stands, road-side villages and Railway 
Stations leading to Puri, free of charge. Hence to make this arrangemeut a success, 
co-operation from public and the pilgrims in general is cordially invited in their own 
interest and in the interest of the safety and welfare of the Indian Union and the 
State. 

Tbe intending pilgrims are therefore strongly advised to (i) get themselves inocu- 
lated and to possess ni cessary certificate to that effect which will be issued by the 
inoculating officer, free of charge, as otherwise they will not be allowed to enter into 
the festival areas. The owners" of Dharmasalas and Lodging Houses etc. have been 
instructed not to admit peisons who cannot produoe evidence of their having been 
inoculated against Cholera on a date not ptior to 16.2.1956. 

<») Not to take stale or unwholesome and fly-contaminated food stuffs. 

(iii) To use piped water whioh is specially supplied for drinking purposes. 

(iv) Not to make the festival area dirty endangering the safety of the public. 

(v) To follow the instructions as may be given by the health staff with regard 
to other special sanitary measures at different halting places for pilgrims. 

1 he intending pilgrims are warned that they will have to run great personal risk or 
undergo it convenience if tLey attend the festival without being- properly protected 
end without obtaining necessary inoculation certificate.

THE UNIVERSITY GRANTS COMMISSION ACT, 195(5. 

( 3 of H66 ) 

AN 

ACT 

to make provision for the co-ordination and determination of 
standards in Universities and for that purpose, to establish a 
University Grants Commission. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the Re- 
public of India as follows . — 

CHAPTER I

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise require*, — 

(a) ‘‘Commission” means the University Grants Commis- 
sion established under section 4 ; 

(b) “executive authority”, in relation to a University 
means the chief executive authority of the University (by 
whatever name call’d) in which the general administra- 
tion of the Uuivi rsity is vested ; 

(c) ‘‘Fund” means the Fund of the University Giants

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Provided that in making; any grant to any suoh Uni- 
versity, the Commission shall give due consideration to the 
development of the University concerned, its financial needs 
the standard attained by it and the national purposes which 
it may serve ; 

(d) recommend to any University the measures neces- 
sary for the improvement of University education and 
advise the University upon the action to be taken for the 
purpose of implementing such recommendation : 

(«) advise the Central Government or any State 
Government on the allocation of any grant-* to Univer- 
sities for any general or specified purpose out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India or the Consolidated Fund of 
the State, as the case may be ; 

(f) advise any authority, if such advice is asked 
for, on the establishment of a new University or on 
proposals connected with the expansion of the activities 
of any University. ;

(h) collect information on all such matters relating 
to University education in India and other countries 
as it thinks fit and make the same available to any 
University ;

1. Short title, extent and commencement 

(i) This order may be called the Cotton Textiles ( Production by Handloom ) 
Control Order, J956. 

(ii) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 

(iii) It sbalT come into foroe at once. 

9. Definitions : — 

In this Older, unless there is anything repagnent in the subject or context . — 

(a) “Form” means a form appended to this Order ; 

(b) “Handloom” means a loom which is actually iu use or is capable of being 
used for the manufacture of Cotton 'Textiles and which. is not worked 

- by power, as defined in clausa (g) of Seotion 2 of the Paotories Act, 
1948 (LXIIt of 1948), and includes a semi-automatic handloom ; 

(c) “Textile Commissioner” shall have the same meaning as assigned to it 
in the Cotton Textile ( Control ) Order, 1948 ; 

(d) “registering authority” means the Textile Commissioner, Bombay,- and inclu- 
ded any officer authorised in writing in this behalf by the Textile Commi- 
ssioner to perform all or any of the functions conferred on the regis- 
tering authority by this Order. 
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A J&gistration Certificate 

No person fhall, after the commencement of this Order, use or have in his posses- 
sion any handloom unless it is registered and the registration certificate issued in 
respect thereof is in foroe. 

4. Application for Registration Certificate. 

(1) Every person in possession of a handloom shall, within thirty days from the 
commencement of this Order, or muoh further period, not exceeding two months, 
as the registering authority may grant in any case, apply to the registering autho- 
xity for the grant of registration certificate iu respeot of such handloom. 

(2) Every person who after such commencement comes into possession of hand- 

loom shall, within SO days from the date of such coming into possession apply to 
the registering authority for the grant of a registration certificate in respeot of 
such handloom. . 

(3) An application for the grant of a registration certificate under this clausa 
shall bp made in Form A. 

(4) No fee shall be payable in respect of an application for the grant of a 
registration certificate. 

5. Form of Certificate. 

1. On receipt of an application for the grant of a registration certificate, 

the rgistering authority shall, after making such inquiry as it thinks fit, register 
the handloom and grant to the applicant a registration certificate in Form P, and 
every such registration certificate shall show the distinguishing number assigned to 
every handlo >m covered thereby. ' 

2. Every person to whom a registration certifictte has bsen granted shall take 
■steps to mark on such handloom the distinguishing number assigned to it under 
sub-clause (1) 

4. Renewal of Certificate. 

1. A registration certificate sh ill he valid for a period of one year from the date 
of issue, but may, on an applicition made in Form C, be renewed from time to 
time for a period not exceeding one year at a time. 

2. Unless sufficient reasons are shown to the satisfaction of the registering 
authority, every application for renewal under sub-clause (1) shall be made within . 
a period of not less than thirty days before the date of expiry of the registration 
Certificate. 

7. Revocation of Certificate. 

1. If the registering authority is satisfied either on a reference made to it in 
this behalf or otherwise, that any person to whom a registration certificate haa 
been granted supplied ioQorrect information for the purposes of obtaining suoh 
certificate, if may, without prejudica to any other action which it may take against 
such person, revoke suoh registration certificate. 

4. Power to entar etc. 

Any officer authorised in this behalf by the registering authority in writing 
may, with a view to securing compliance with this Order \ — 

(a) require any person in possession of a handloom to give any information 
in respeot of such handloom ; 

(b) . inspect or cause to be inspected any looks, accounts or other docu- 

ments in respect of a handloom belonging to or under the control of 
the person in possession of such handloom ; 
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(o) enter and search any premises at any time between sunrise and sunset 
and seize any handluom in respect of which he has reason to believe 
that a contravention of this order has been committed. 

9. Repuisition to be complied with. 

Every person required to furnish any in formation under cUuse 8 shall be bound 
to comly with such requisitiou within such time as may be specified in the requisition. 

10. Reqeal and Saving. 

Any Order made or deemed to be made under the Essential Commodities Act 
1956, and in foroe in any State shall in so far as such Order t elites to any of the 
matters provided for in this order, stand repealed, except , as respects things done 
or omitted to be done.

to provide for the acquisition and termination of Indian citizenship . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixth Ye»r of the Republic of 
India as foil ws : — 

1. This Aet may be called the Citizenship Ac L , 1955. Short title. 

2 (I) In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — Interpreta- 

(a) "a Government in India” means the Central Government lion * 
or a State Government ; 

(b) “citizen”, in relation to a country specified in the First 
Schedule, means a person who, under the citizenship or nationa- 
lity law for the time being in force in that country, is a citi- 
zen or national of that count* y ; 

(c) “citizenship or nationality law”, in relation to a country 
specified in the First Schedule, means an enactment of the le- 
gislature of that country which, at the request of the Government 
of that country, the Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, have declared to be an enactment making 
provision for the citizenship or nationality of that country: 
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Citizenship 
by birth 


Provided that no such notification shall be issued in relation 
to the Union of South Afrioa except with the previous approval 
of both Houses of Parliament ; 

(d) “India consulate”, means the office of any consu’ar 
officer of the Government of India where a register of births 
is kept, or where there is no such office, such office as may be 
prescribed ; 

(e) "minot■’ , means a person who has not attained the age 
of eighteen years ; 

(f) “person” does not include any company or association 
or body of individuals, whether incorporated or not \ 

(g) "prescribed 1 * means prescribed by rules made under this 

Act ; 

(h) “undivided India” means India as defined in the Govern- 
ment of India Act, 1985j as originally enacted. 

(2) For the purposes of this Act, a person bom aboard a registered 
ship or aircraft, or aboard an unregistered ship or aircraft of the 
Government of any country, shall be deemed to have been born in 
the place in which the ship or aircraft W86 registered or, as the case 
may be, in that countiy. 

(3) Any reference in this Act to the status or description of the 
father of a person at the time of that person's birlh shall, in rela- 
tion to a person born after the death of his father, be construed as 
a reference to the status or description of the father at the time of 
the father’s death ; and where that death occurred before, and the 
birth ocours after, the commencement of this Act, the status or 
descripti- n ahich would have been applicable to the father had he 
died after the commencement of this Act shall be deemed to be the 
status or description applicable to him at tbe time of his death. 

(4) For the purposes of this Act., a pe,son shall be deemed 

to be of full age if he is not a minor, and of full capaciiy if he 
is nut of unsound mind.

3. (t) Except as provided in sub section (2) of this section, every 
person born in India on or after the 26th January, 1950, shall be 
a citizen of India by birth.

The preamble.— In exercise of the powers conferred by seotion 2) of the Prise 
Competitions Act, 1955 ( 42 of 1955 ) the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rales, the same having been previously published as required by sub-section 
(I) of that seotion, namely:- 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Part C States Prize Competitions 
Rules, 1966; 

2. Definitions,— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Form” means a form appended to these rules ; ' 

(b) “Licence” means a licence granted nndef section 6 of the Act ; and 

(e) “The Act” means the Prize Competitions Act, 1905 ( 42 of i960 ). 

3. Form and manner of applio<tion for lioenoe.— Every application for a licence 
under sub-seotion ( \ ) of section 6 of the Act shall be in Form A and ehall be either 
submitted personally, or sent by registered post, by the applicant to tbs tioensing 
authority. 

4. Form aiid particulars of licenoe.— (I) Every licence shall be hi Form B and 
ahall be subject to the conditions and •restrictions therein and to the provisions of the 
Act and these rules, 

(2) Every euoh licence shall he effisetive throughout the entire State. 
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ft. Period of validity of licenoe and its renewal.— Every licence shill be valid 
initially for a period, of one year from tbe date of its issue and shall lapse on the 
expiry cf that period; but tbe licensing authority may on application made by the 
licensee in this behalf in Form A before the expiry of tbe period of validity of 
the licence, renew it from time to time for suoh further period not exceeding one 
year in each oase as may be decided by that authority in its discretion. 

6. Fees for grant and renewal of licence. — (i) Thebe for every licenoe shall be— 

(a) Rs. 25/- where an entry fee is charged in reapect of a prize competi- 
tion ; and 

(b) I! a. 10/- where no such entry fee is charged. 

(2) Such fee shall be paid by tbe applicant into a Government tie isury Of 
sub? treasury or in the Reserve Bank of India on Government account or paid in 
cash or Sent by money order to the licensing authority.

7. Limitation for appeals.— Evei y appeal to the State Government under seotion 16 of - 
the Act shall be pre erred within a period of thirty dayB from the date on which' 
a oopy of the brinf S^n ement of the reasms for refusal to as grant or cancellation 
or suspension of, a licence is furnished to tbe.applicant or license as tbe oase may be. 

8. Bar or transfer of licence.*— N > licensee eh -ill s 11 or otherwise transfef the lioenoe 
granted to him or enter into any partnership’ with any person for the purpise of 
promoting or conducting a prize competition or prize competitions under suoh lioenoe. 

9. Loss of Licence — When a licence is lo<t or destroyed, a duplicate oopy thereof 
may be furnished to the licence ou payment of a fee of - 

(a) Rs. 10/* fora licence where an entry fee is levied in the prize competition ; 
aud 

(h) Rs. 5/* for a licence where no such entry fee i« levied. 

10. Production of licence on demand. — Every person acting under or holding a licenoe

upon to do so.

The rules framed under the Displaced Persons (Com- 
pensation and Rehabilitation) Act permit an auction purohtser to asstciate genuine 
purchasers with him in purchas-ng property from the compensation o I. I he ruins 
provide that such *o.o<ittion is permissible on y when the net compensa.ioo du- to 
Vn auotion purchaser is not sufficient to cover the purchase price Some a action pur- 
chasers have the mistaken im; Tension that they can as-oente with themselves any 
nhuilier of other persons, and that it is not necHhSiry for .he vihol* of the not com- 
pensation due to these pets ms to be pet off. The correct p sition is that the same 
txm which applies to the auction purchaser applies to hia associ ites, i. e. that a second 
as&eiate oan only be "brought in by the auction purchaser if after adjustment of 
tha whole compensation due to the first .associate a balance still remains, and soon 
it a only where the balance due is less than the net compensation of an associate 
theft a portion of hie compensation is adjusted, sufficient to cover his balance.
